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PAIR LOAN PROGRAM IN CONJUNCTION 
WITH SAID BONDS. 

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh, its Planning Commission, its Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and the Office of its Mayor have 
each investigated the residential housing stock of the 
City and have found it to be aged, deteriorated, 
dilapidated and generally in need of repair in all 
areas of the City; and 

WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States 
when enacting the Community Development Act of 
1974 and amending it in 1977 found, among other 
things, that there was inadequate public and private 
investment in housing resulting in the growth and 
persistence of urban slums and blight in central 
cities such as Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh, its Planning Commission, its Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and the Office of its Mayor have 
each determined that it would be in the best interests 
of all residents of the City to use a portion of the 
funds received by it pursuant to the Housing and 
Community Development Act of 1974, as amended 
in 1977, for the purpose of establishing a program of 
assisting in the financing of the rehabilitation of 
Eligible Housing as hereinafter defined thereby pre¬ 
venting and eliminating slums and blight, providing 
decent housing and a suitable living environment for 
such families, stimulating private and public invest¬ 
ment in such areas and attracting persons of middle 
and upper income back into the City; and 

WHEREAS, there has been presented to and 
reviewed at this meeting of Council a report, dated 
December 2, 1977, prepared by David Gressel and 
Associates and entitled “Use of Tax-Exempt Reve¬ 
nue Bonds to Finance Low Interest Rate Home 
Improvement Loans”: and 

WHEREAS, authorized representatives of the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development of 
the United States of America have approved, or will 
approve, the decision of the City to allocate a por¬ 
tion of the funds received pursuant to the Commun¬ 
ity Development Act of 1974, as amended in 1977, 
to assist in the rehabilitation of Eligible Housing; 
and 

WHEREAS, the City, as authorized by the Re¬ 
development Cooperation Law (35 P.S. 1741), de¬ 
sires to designate the Urban Redevelopment Au- 
thoriy of the City of Pittsburgh as its agent to 


undertake a program designed to maximize the use 
of Community Development Block Funds in assist¬ 
ing in the rehabilitation of Eligible Housing; and 

WHEREAS, the program will require the Au¬ 
thority, from time to time, to issue its revenue bonds 
(the “Bonds”) to be secured by home improvement 
loans insured under the Federal Housing Adminis¬ 
tration Title I Home Improvement Loan Insurance 
program, plus a cash reserve; and 

WHEREAS, it will be necessary for the City to 
permit Community Development Block Grant 
Funds to be used to establish the required reserve 
and to purchase home improvement loans in con¬ 
junction with the issuance of bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the Bonds shall be special obliga¬ 
tions of the Authority and will in no way pledge the 
credit or taxing power of the City. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1. “Eligible Housing” shall mean 
housing owned or occupied by (i) persons or famil¬ 
ies seeking funds for the rehabilitation of low to 
middle income housing who cannot afford to pay the 
amounts at which private enterprise, without the 
assistance of this program, is providing a substantial 
supply of decent, safe and sanitary housing, includ¬ 
ing but not limited to, persons or famities of low and 
moderate income within the definitions pf the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development, or 
(ii) persons or families seeking funds for the rehabil¬ 
itation of housing in certified redevelopment areas. 

The City Planning Commission and the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority are hereby authorized to 
establish adjusted family income limits in connec¬ 
tion with (i) supra, which in no event shall exceed 
525,000 per year. 

SECTION 2. The City Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh hereby finds and declares that a substan¬ 
tial portion of the residential housing stock of the 
City is aged, deteriorated and dilapidated and con¬ 
sists of Eligible Housing, and its Planning Com¬ 
mission, its Department of Housing, the Office of 
the Mayor and the Urban Redevelopment Authority 
have each concurred in this finding. 

SECTION 3. The City hereby determines and 
declares that assisting persons to finance the re- 
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habilitation of Eligible Housing is a public purpose 
for which public moneys may be spent. 

SECTION 4. The Mayor, the Planning Director of 
the Department of City Planning and the Director of 
the Department of Housing, on behalf of the City of 
Pittsburgh are hereby authorized to enter into a 
cooperation agreement in the form of the Coopera¬ 
tion Agreement preSented to the City Council with 
such changes therein as may be required in connec¬ 
tion with the issuance of the Bonds, provided said 
changes are approved by the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Housing and the City Solicitor, at a cost 
not to exceed $5,434,000 chargeable to and payable 
from the Community Development Block Grant 
Program Trust Fund, CDURA as previously estab¬ 
lished by Resolution 545 of 1977 and Cooperation 
Agreement 22944F 

SECTION 5. Any Resolution or Ordinance or 
part thereof conflicting with the provisions of this 
Resolution is hereby repealed so far as the same 
affects this Resolution.

“Series A Bonds”) in the original aggregate 
principal amount of $15,000,000 and its 
Auditorium Bonds, Series B (the “Series B 
Bonds”) in the original aggregate principal 
amount of $4,000,000; and 

WHEREAS, the Authority now desires to 
refund its Series A Bonds and Series B 
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Bonds in order to effect a debt service sav¬ 
ings, which savings will inure directly to the 
benefit of the City and County; and 

WHEREAS, in order to refund the Series 
A Bonds and Series B Bonds in the aggre¬ 
gate principal amount of $15,270,000, the 
Authority proposes to insure its Auditorium 
Bonds, Series C (the “Series C Bonds”) in 
the aggregate principal amount of $14,115,- 
000 and its Special Obligation Bonds, Series 
of 1978 (the “1978 Special Bonds”) in the 
aggregate principal amount of $10,670,000; 
and 

WHEREAS, upon issuance of the Series 
C Bonds and 1978 Special Bonds and upon 
the irrevocable application of certain of the 
proceeds of such bonds to the payment of 
the Series A Bonds and Series B Bonds,

WHEREAS, the refunding of the Series 
A Bonds and Series B Bonds will terminate 
the obligations of the County of Allegheny 


and the City to make annual grants pur¬ 
suant to the City-County Agreement to sup¬ 
port the Series A Bonds and Series B Bonds;

14, 1978 the Authority has accepted the of¬ 
fer of Parker/Hunter Incorporated to pur¬ 
chase the Series C Bonds and 1978 Special 
Bonds, and in addition, the Authority has 
requested the City and County to enter into 
a Second Supplement to the City-County 
Agreement (the “Second Supplemental Sup¬

WHEREAS, the Authority also expects to 
enter into a contract with Pittsburgh Na¬ 
tional Bank for the sale to the Authority of 
certain specified United States Treasury ob¬ 
ligations (the “Treasury Obligations”) dur¬ 
ing the ten (10) year period following the 
issuance of the Series C Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the income and maturing 
principal to be received by the Authority on 
the Treasury Obligations will be pledged to 
the payment of debt service on the Series C 
Bonds, which payments will be credited a- 
gainst the annual grants to be required of 
the City and County under the terms of the 
Second Supplemental Supporting Agreement; 
and 

WHEREAS, a form of Second Supple¬ 
mental Supporting Agreement has been pre¬ 
sented to this meeting; and 

WHEREAS, the Authority by its resolu¬ 
tions adopted April 14,1978 has imposed and 
maintained a charge (the “Bond Debt 
Charge”) in the amount of Twenty-Five 
Cents ($0.25) to be paid concurrently with

WHEREAS, the Authority has pledged 
the revenues to be received by it as the Bond

WHEREAS, American officials have warned 
the Soviets repeatedly that the nature of the trials 
of both Mr. Shcharansky and Mr. Ginzburg and 
any harsh sentences against them could seriously 
damage American-Soviet relations;

WHEREAS, the City expects to receive 
funds to reimburse it for the payment of the 
cost of Project No. PR78-33 Schenley Oval 
Development-Construction from a grant from 
the Department of Community Affairs of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania; and

funds to reimburse it for the payment of the

The City 
Council has received estimates of the cost of 
the Projects from the Directors of its Public 
Works Department and Parks and Recreation 
Department who are qualified by experience 
to make such estimates. 

SECTION 3. Said debt shall be evidenced 
by an issue of general obligation bonds to 
be in an amount not less than $2,403,000 
designated “City of Pittsburgh General 
Obligation Bonds in 1981“ with an appro¬ 
priate series designation, bearing interest 
at a rate to be determined upon the sale 
thereof, but not in excess of 8 % per annum 
(“ 1981 Bonds”). The 1981 Bonds shall mature 
in installments in such amounts as will 
produce an approximately level annual debt 
service over a period of twenty (20) years 
from the date of issuance. The first principle 
payment shall be approximately one year from 
the date of issuance of the 1981 Bonds. The 
details of the 1981 Bonds will be fixed at 
the time of their issuance. 

SECTION 4. Pending the issuance of the 
1981 Bonds, the City desires to issue the 
Notes. 

SECTION 5. The proposal (“Accepted 
Proposal”) described under the caption 
“Accepted Proposal” on Schedule 1 attached 
hereto and made part hereof is hereby 
determined to produce the lowest net interest 
cost to the City and the terms thereof are 
hereby determined to be satisfactory to the 
City Counicl. The Accepted Proposal is 
hereby accepted and the remaining 
proposals, described under the caption 
“Rejected Proposals” on said Schedule 1 are 
hereby rejected.

The 1981 Bonds shall be 
offered for sale within the time stated above 
either public or privately, but if no proposals 
to purchase the 1981 Bonds shall be received, 
the 1981 Bonds shall be issued to the holders 
of the Notes issued hereunder in full payment 
of the Notes, or the holder, at its option, 
may extend the maturity of the Notes for one 
or more specified additional periods of not 
less than six months each during which time 
additional offers for the 1981 Bonds may be 
solicited, all in accordance with Section 408 of 
the Act.

. A RESOLUTION—Making appropriations 
to pay the expenses of conducting the public 
business of the City of Pittsburgh and for 
meeting the debt charges thereof for the fiscal 
year, beginning January 1, 1979. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That the revenues of said 
City derived from taxes and other sources for 
the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1979 and 
ending December 31, 1979, including therein 
cash surplus on hand at the close of business 
on December 31, 1978, are hereby appro¬ 
priated in the General Fund the sum of 
$144,776,457.00 and the Water Fund in the 
amount of $9,100,969.00 an additional 
$11,700,000.00 Police and Fire salaries and 
Department of City Treasurer-Audit, to be 
paid from Revenue Sharing Trust Fund, and 
additional $46,020.00 to pay City Develop¬ 
ment salaries to be paid from Economic 
Development Program Fund, making a total 
Budget of $165,623,446.00 to pay the expenses 
of conducting the public business of the City 
of Pittsburgh and meeting the debt charges 


thereof during the said period beginning 
January 1, 1979 and ending December 31, 
1979, as well as all encumbrances incurred 
prior to January 1, 1979 for which services 
have not actually been rendered, or supplies, 
materials or equipment actually delivered 
prior to December 31, 1978 and so reported 
to the City Controller. Said encumbrances 
shall be charged to the proper appropriation 
accounts against which encumbrances have 
been originally charged, and all unexpended 
balances of appropriations remaining open 
upon the books of the City Controller at the 
close of the fiscal year 1978, shall be and the 
same are hereby ordered to be cancelled, 
except such amounts as shah be required for 
payments for salaries and w-ages earned, 
services actually rendered or supplies, 
materials or equipment actually delivered 
prior to December 31, 1978 and so reported 
to the City Controller, or such amounts as 
shall be directed to be carried over to the 
fiscal year 1979 by resolution or ordinance of 
Council. 

SECTION 2. No liability shall be incurred 
against any appropriation item in excess of 
the unencumbered balance thereof, and said 
appropriation item shall be adminstered 
subject to and in conformity with the follow¬ 
ing terms and conditions: 

(a) Data required for preparation of pay¬ 
rolls shall be submitted to the City 
Treasurer in such form, and at such 
time as he may prescribe, this data to 
include records of employment, time 
worked, whether compensation is 
based upon hours or days worked, 
quantity of work performed, or upon 
a monthly or annual salary basis, and 
such other records or reports with 
reference to personal service as mav be 
required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the Cit\ 
Treasurer upon the basis of such records 
or reports, and submitted by him to the 
respective directors or heads of depart¬ 
ments or offices for approval and 
certification in such forms as he may 
prescribe. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from one 
appropriation item to another except 
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by resolution or ordinance of Council, 
and such resolution or ordinance shall 
in each case set forth the reasons for 
such requests, and be accompanied by a 
certification from the Controller stating 
that there is a sufficient balance un¬ 
encumbered and available in the 
appropriation item from which the 
transfer is to be made. 

SECTION 3. No obligation shall be in¬ 
curred by any department of the City govern¬ 
ment other than for salaries or wages, or for 
necessary expenses of employees when en¬ 
gaged upon City business, except through the 
issue of an order, stating the service to be 
rendered, work performed or supplies, 
materials or equipment to be furnished 
together with the estimated cost of the 
same. 

The Director of the Department of Supplies 
is hereby authorized and directed to provide 
upon requisition by the head of any depart¬ 
ment all necessary supplies, materials, equip¬ 
ment and machinery for such department; 
provided, however, that no requisition of 
any department shall be filled by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies in 
excess of the unencumbered balance of the 
appropriation properly chargeable, and that 
no order shall be issued by the Director of 
the Department of Supplies, or by the head of 
any other department of the City government, 
until it has been approved by the City 
Controller. Payments on account of direct 
purchase shall be made from the amounts 
hereinafter appropriated thereof respectively. 
Purchase made by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Supplies to go into stores shall be 
paid from the fund provided for such 
purposes, and when as directed by the City 
Controller; said fund shall be reimbursed 
from other appropriations to the extent of 
deliveries made from stores. 

SECTION 4. Council ma>, by resolution 
of the Finance Committee from time to time, 
restrict expenditures from the appropriations 
made hereby, both as to amounts of 
expenditures and the periods within which 
such expenditures may be made, and also, by 
resolution of the Finance Committee at any 
time cancel in whole or part any unen¬ 
cumbered balance of any said appropriations. 


SECTION 5. For purposes of administra¬ 
tion and accounting control, the code numbers 
indicated herein shall be considered as part 
of the appropriation titles. 

CITY COUNCIL 

The Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
consists of nine members elected at large to 
serve a term of four years. It is the City’s 
legislative body and is divided into nine 
committees, which include Finance, Public 
Works, Planning, Housing & Development, 
Public Safety, Water, Parks & Recreation, 
Lands & Buildings, and Hearings. Each 
committee has its chairperson appointed by 
the President of Council and the President is 
elected by the members of Council. In 
addition to the regular committees of Council, 
sub-committees are appointed by the 
President as business coming before Council 
necessitates. Members are also appointed to 
Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh, Buhl 
Planetarium, and the Zoological Commission 
of Pittsburgh. 

City Council's regular meetings are held 
twice weekly—Mondays and Wednesdays. 
The legislative session is held on Monday for 
presentation and final action on matters 
governing the City of Pittsburgh. Standing 
committees of Council meet on Wednesdays 
to deliberate action on bills that have been 
presented in the Monday meetings. Public 
hearings are held on proposed legislation 
and invesitgations are made of complaints 
and problems that the citizens of the City 
bring to Council’s attention. 

Council makes the laws governing the 
City of Pittsburgh; appropriates the money 
for the operation of the City; approves 
Mayoral appointments; reviews the proposed 
Operating, Capital Improvement and Salary 
Budgets, as submitted by the Mayor, and 
enacts enabling legislation; regulates 
revenue and expenditures; incurs debt; and 
carries out 'its duties as established by the 
Home Rule Charter and state laws. 

Council has a staff including the Budget 
Controller Office under the direction of the 
City Clerk. The City Clerk is elected by the 
members of City Council, who is responsible 
for the due, proper and faithful performance 
of all matters and things done and performed 
for the operation of City Council.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL

SECTION 1. That from and after the first 
day of January, 1979, the number of officers 
and employees of all departments of the City 
of Pittsburgh, and the rate of compensation 
thereof, shall be and the same are hereby 
fixed and established as herein set forth. 

SECTION 2. To ensure the capacity of the 
city to provide an effective level of municipal 
services which will meet the economic, 
physical and social needs of its citizens, 
residents, visitors and neighborhoods during 
the fiscal year for which this Resolution shall 
be in force, those positions designated by 
Section 3 of this Resolution shall remain filled 
for the entire fiscal year, subject to any 
reasonable time periods required to replace 


1 existing officers or employees who leave city 
employment for any reason during that fiscal 
year. There shall be no reduction in the 
number of filled positions so designated unless 
authorized by a resolution amending this 
budget resolution, in accordance with Section 
507 of the Home Rule Charter of Pittsburgh 
In adopting this Resolution it is the intention 
of Council to provide funding for the annual 
budget at a level which will enable all depart¬ 
ments and units of City government so 
designated to be staffed, equipped and main¬ 
tained at the levels mandated herein.

RESOLUTION—adopting the 1979 
Capital Budget; allocating and setting aside 
amounts in connection therewith; creating 
Capital Funds; transferring Bond Funds to 
said Capital Funds. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The 1979 Capital Budget set 
forth in Exhibit 1 attached hereto and made 
part hereof, is hereby adopted and the 
Projects listed therein are hereby approved; 
provided the Bonds/Notes required to fund 
said projects are sold prior to April 1, 1979. 

SECTION 2. The total amounts indicated 
opposite the departmental allocations in 
said Exhibit 1 are hereby allocated and set 
aside in appropriate Capital Fund Accounts 
within the Capital Project Fund to be es¬ 
tablished by the City Controller for the 1979 
Capital Improvements Program. 


SECTION 3. The City Controller is hereby 
authorized and directed to create Capital 
Fund Accounts for each of the Projects 
listed in said Exhibit 1, excluding personnel, 
interest, materials, repairs, and capital 
financing costs, said Trust Funds to be 
designated as indicated on said Exhibit 1. 

SECTION 4. The City Treasurer is hereby 
authorized to deposit the Capital Funds 
referred to in Section 3 of this Resolution 
in a bank or banks to be selected by him. 

SECTION 5. The City Controller is 
hereby authorized and directed to transfer 
sums from prior year existing Bond and 
Capital Funds and from the Funds established 
for the 1979 indebtedness described in Section 
8 hereof, to each of the aforesaid Capital 
Funds in the amount indicated on said Exhibit 
1, for Project costs, excluding personnel, 
interest, materials, repairs and capital 
financing costs. 

SECTION 6. The City Controller is hereby 
authorized to deposit in or transfer to the 
appropriate Capital Fund money received 
from Grant Contracts with the Federal or 
State Governments. 

SECTION 7. Any reimbursement received 
from the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania or 
the United States of America with respect 
to projects financed with short-term notes 
authorized pursuant to Section 9 hereof, 
shall initially be deposited to the Capital 
Fund Account for all participating projects 
and the City Controller is hereby authorized 
to transfer said reimbursement funds from 
the Capital Fund to any Sinking Fund 
established for any short-term notes. 

SECTION 8. The Mayor, City Treasurer 
and City Controller of the City are hereby 
authorized to institute proceedings for the 
increase of the indebtedness of the City of 
Pittsburgh, Allegheny County, Pennsylvania 
by an amount sufficient to pay the cost of 
the above-described Projects. 

SECTION 9. In order to reduce the amount 
of the Bond/Note sale, Council reserves the 
right to delete, change, or re-allocate the 
funds for any project set forth in Exhibit 1. 
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SECTION 10. Any Resolution or Ordinance 
or part thereof conflicting with the provisions 
of this Resolution is hereby repealed, so far 
as the same affects this Resolution.

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Section 2 of Ordinance 
No. 14, approved January 18, 1971, entitled 
“An Ordinance establishing annual vacation 
leave for all fulltime employees in the service 
of the City of Pittsburgh and providing for 
vacation pay in the event of death or termina¬ 
tion of service, and repealing certain prior 
ordinances” which reads: 

SECTION 2. Vacations; 

(a) Two Week Vacations—Each employee 
who has been in the service of the City 
of Pittsburgh from one (1) through nine 
(9) years shall be entitled to two (2) 
calendar weeks vacation each year 
with pay. 

(b) Three Week Vacations—Each 
employee who has been in the service 
of the City of Pittsburgh for ten (10) 
years through fourteen (14) years shall 


be entitled to three (3) calendar weeks 
vacation each year with pay. 

(c) Four Week Vacations—Each employee 
who has been in the service of the City 
of Pittsburgh for fifteen (15) years or 
more shall be entitled to four (4) 
calendar weeks vacation each year 
with pay.”

Providing for the declaration of a traffic 
emergency by reason of excessive snow or ice 
on the City streets; prohibiting parking 
thereon and the use thereof by motor vehicles 
unless properly equipped; providing for the 
removal of and penalties for vehicles in 
violation; and repealing Ordinance No. 600, 
approved December 19, 1974. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Declaration 

In order to facilitate movement of traffic 
and to combat the hazards of excessive snow 
or ice on streets or portions of streets named 
in accordance with Section 2 of this Ordinance, 
the Mayor may declare a Snow Emergency 
due to such hazards. The Mayor shall cause 
each declaration made by him pursuant to 
this Ordinance to be publicly announced by 
means of broadcasts or telecasts from all 
stations with a normal operating range 
covering the City and he may cause such 
declaration to be announced in newspapers 
of general circulation when feasible. Each 


announcement shall describe the action taken 
by the Mayor, including the time it became 
or will become effective. 

SECTION 2. Streets Subject to Ordinance 

The Department of Public Works shall 
have the power to designate and mark streets 
as Snow Emergency Routes where entry, use 
and parking are restricted after a Snow 
Emergency has been declared A list of the 
designated streets shall be made public by 
advertising once in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the City of Pittsburgh not 
later than November I of each year. If a 
new list is not published, the previous 
year’s list shall be considered in effect. 

SECTON 3. Marking of Streets 

In order to assist the motorist in determin¬ 
ing the streets affected by this Ordinance, the 
Director of the Department of Public Works 
is hereby authorized to post special signs 
at intervals not less than 500 feet apart on 
the streets designated with the wording: 
“Snow Emergency Route, No Parking 
During Emergency, Tow-Away Zone.” These 
signs shall be distinctive and uniform in 
appearance and shall be plainly readable to 
persons traveling on the street or highway. 

SECTION 4. Parking During Emer¬ 
gencies. 

After a Snow Emergency has been declared, 
it shall be unlawful during the period of the 
Emergency for any motorist to be parked on 
those streets which have been designated 
and marked as Snow Emergency Routes and 
named in accordance with Section 2 of 
this Ordinance, except any such streets that 
have been excluded from the declaration of 
emergency. Vehicles parked on designated 
Snow Emergency Routes later than one hour 
after a Snow Emergency has been declared 
by the Mayor shall be in violation of the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 5. Travel During Emergencies. 

It shall be unlawful after an Emergency 
has been declared for any motor vehicle to 
travel on a Snow Emergency Route except 
any such street which has been excluded 
from the declaration of emergency, unless 
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that vehicle is equipped with adequate 
facilities to provide sufficient traction and 
power to keep the vehicle in motion so that 
other traffic traveling on the streets will not 
be blocked or impeded. If drive wheels do 
not have sufficient traction, if motor fuel 
supply is exhausted, or if the battery becomes 
inoperative, the vehicle shall be deemed not 
to be adequately equipped. Whenever a 
vehicle becomes stalled on a Snow Emergency 
Route after an Emergency has been declared, 
the operator shall take immediate action 
to have the vehicle towed or pushed off the 
roadway of the Emergency Route. No 
operator shall abandon or leave his vehicle 
in the roadway except for the purpose of 
securing assistance without delay. 

SECTION 6. Parking on Secondary 
Streets, 

Any street not designated and marked as 
a Snow Emergency Route shall be called a 
secondary street for the purposes of this 
Ordinance. Whenever the Mayor shall find 
that weather conditions necessitate a parking 
prohibition, the use of temporary signs shall 
be put into effect on such parts of such 
secondary streets named in a declaration 
issued according to the terms of Section 1 of 
this Ordinance. The prohibition shall remain 
in effect until terminated by announcement 
of the Mayor in accordance with Section 7 
of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 7. Termination of Snow 
Emergency. 

Whenever the Mayor shall find that some or 
all of the conditions warranting a declaration 
of a Snow Emergency and resulting in travel 
and parking restrictions do no longer exist, 
the Mayor may terminate the emergency in 
whole or in part and end restrictions in 
whole or in part. 

SECTION 8. Violations and Penalties. 

After an emergency has been declared, any 
motor vehicle violating the provisions of this 
Ordinance may be removed by the City and 
shall subject the owner or operator to the 
fines and charges provided herein. 

Any motorist whose vehicle is illegally 
parked or abandoned or becomes stalled by 
reason of failure to have it properly equipped 


with the facilities as defined in Section 5 
of this Ordinance, shall be subject to a fine 
not exceeding $30.00 and costs. In addition, 
where a vehicle is towed to the auto tow 
pound, the vehicle may be recovered only 
upon payment of the towing charges imposed 
by existing ordinances. 

SECTION 9 That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed insofar as it affects this Ordinance, 
and Ordinance No. 600, approved December 
19, 1974, is hereby repealed absolutely.

thereto which is to read as follows: 

f. Self-Service Stations Prohibited. 

(1) No fuel tank of a motor vehicle and no 
barrel, drum, tank truck or other fuel 
container shall be filled wholly or 
partly with gasoline or other flammable 
liquid at any station or by any person 
other than the owner or operator of 
such station or a regular bona fide 
employee of such owner or operator, 
no hose, pump, pipe or other con¬ 
trivance for conveying, measuring or 
handling such liquid shall be used, 
handled or manipulated for the purpose 
of dispensing gasoline or other 
flammable liquids at any service 
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station by any person other than the 
owner or operator of such station or a 
regular bona fide employee of such 
owner or operator. No owner or 
operator of any service station shall 
permit the tank of any motor vehicle or 
any barrel, drum or any other container 
to be filled or partially filled at any 
such station by any person other than 
the owner or operator or a regular bona 
fide employee of such owner or operator. 
No owner or operator shall permit, at 
any such service station, the using, 
handling or manipulation of any hose, 
pump, pipe or other device for 
conveying, measuring, pumping or 
dispensing any such liquids by any 
person except such owner or operator 
or a regular bona fide employee of 
such owner or operator. Each day or 
part thereof during which any person 
operates any service station in violation 
of this section constitutes a separate 
offense. 

(2) It is the intention of Council to prohibit 
all self-service stations and like opera¬ 
tions within the corporate limits of the 
City. 

SECTION 2. That any Ordinance or part of 
Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions of 
this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance.

“That 1% of the total estimated cost of any 
municipal construction or renovation be 
reserved for the inclusion of fine arts 
fixtures as approved by the City Art 
Commission.” 

is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 1. At least 1% of the maximum 
authorized amount for municipal construc¬ 
tion or renovation of public buildings 
costing $50,000.00 or more shall, except as 
hereinafter provided, be reserved for the 
inclusion of works of art, as hereinafter 
defined, as approved by the City Art 
Commission. 

SECTION 2. Subsection (b) of Section 1 
of said Ordinance No. 12 of 1977 which 
presently reads as follows: 

“In every construction or renovation 
contract for a municipal project in the City 
of Pittsburgh financed wholly or in part by 
the Mayor and City Council of Pittsburgh, 
the City agency or department in charge of 
said project together with the architect or 
engineer employed for said project shall, in 
the first instance, determine whether or not 
in their judgment ornamentation is desirable 
and in the public interest. If so desirable, 
the City agency or department shall include 
such ornamentation in the plans and 
specifications of the project.”

(b) In every contract for the construction 
or renovation of a public building costing 
$50,000.00 or more and financed in whole or 
in part by the City of Pittsburgh, the depart¬ 
ment in charge of said project, in cooperation 
with the architect or engineer employed 
for said project shall, in the first instance, 
prior to advertisement for and award of 
the contracts, determine whether works of 
art are desirable and in the public interest. 
If so, said department shall include such 
works of art in the plans for the project. 

Subsection (c) of Section 1 
of said Ordinance No. 12 of 1977 which 
presently reads as follows: 

“(c) All final plans and specifications, 
together with the City’s estimate of cost, 
shall be submitted to the Commission and 
the Commission’s recommendation received 
prior to approval of the contract documents.’’

(c) The City department in charge of 
said project shall submit preliminary 
designs and ail final plans, together with a 
notation of the maximum authorized amount 
as provided in the authorizing resolution, 
to the Art Commission; and, except as 
hereinafter provided, the recommendation 
of the Art Commission shall be transmitted 
to and received by said department prior 
to advertisement for and award of the 
contracts. 

SECTION 4. Subsection (d) of Section 1 
of said Ordinance No. 12 of 1977 which 
presently reads as follows: 

“(d) Within thirty (30) days after said 
plans are submitted to the Commission it 
shall determine, by majority vote of the 
members present at any regular meeting or 
special meeting called for the purpose, 
whether it agrees with the decision of the 
City agency in charge of the project as to 
the desirability of ornamentation and that 
said ornamentation is fitting and appropriate 
to the function and location of the structure. 
If ornamentation is not included and the 
Commission is of the opinion that orna¬ 
mentation will be in the public interest, it 
shall return the plans to the City agency with 
such a recommendation. Said agency has 
thirty 1 (30} days in which to resubmit plans 
with desired ornamentation included. If, 
however, the Commission approves of the 
plans it shall so indicate by returning such 
plans duly approved If the Commission 
fails to act on such a submission within 
the 30 day period the City agency may then 
proceed as if the Commission’s approval 
had been given.'*

(d) Within ten (10) working days after 
said plans are submitted to the Art Com¬ 
mission, it shall determine by a majority vote 
of all of the members at any regular meeting 
or special meeting called for the purpose, 
whether it agrees with the decision of the 
City department in charge of the project as 
to the desirability of works of art and that 
said works of art are fitting and appropriate 
to the function and location of the structure. 
If works of art have not been recommended 
by said department and the Art Commission 
is of the opinion that works of art will be 
desirable and in the public interest, the 
Art Commission shall return the plans to 
the City department with such a rec¬ 
ommendation. Said department shall have 
ten (10) working days after its receipt of 
the Art Commission’s recommendation in 
which either to accede to the Art Com¬ 
mission’s request or to submit to the Art 
Commission further reasons why works of 
art should not be included. In the latter 
event, if the Art Commission disagrees with 
said reasons, the matter shall be resolved 
by the Mayor, whose decision shall be 
final. However, if the Art Commission 
approves the plans as submitted by said 
department, the Art Commission shall so 
indicate by returning the plans duly 
approved If said Art Commission fails to 
act on such a submission within the ten 
(10) working day period, the City department 
may then proceed as if the Art Commission’s 
approval had been given. 

SECTION 5. Subsection (e) of Section 1 
of said Ordinance No. 12 of 1977 which 
presently reads as follows: 

“(e) For the purposes of this Ordinance, 
fine arts shall include but not be limited to 
sculpture, monuments, mosaics, frescos, 
murals, stained glass, fountains or other 
decorations, both interior and exterior.’’ 

is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(e) For the purposes of this Ordinance, the 
term “works of art” shall include paintings, 
mural decorations, statues, bas-reliefs, 
sculptures monuments, fountains, arches, 
ornamental gateways, and other structures 
or items of a permanent and fixed character, 
intended for ornament or commemoration, 
both interior and exterior. 
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SECTION 6. Subsection (f) of Section 1 
of said Ordinance No. 12 of 1977 which 
presently reads as follows: 

“(f) The sum of money allocated for 
said fine arts fixtures in the case of projects 
suitable therefor as herein provided shall be a 
minimum of one percent (1%) of the total 
estimated construction or renovation cost of 
such municipal projects. If said sum is less 
than $1,500.00, easel paintings or the 
acquisition of an already completed work 
will be permissible upon approval of the 
Art Commission.” 

is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(f) The sum of money allocated for said 
works of art in the case of projects suitable 
therefor as herein provided shall be a 
minimum of one percent (1%) of the 
maximum authorized amount for the 
construction or renovation of such municipal 
projects. The sum so allocated shall be for 
the specific project, and unexpended 
portions thereof shall not be accrued for 
other projects. 

SECTION 7. Subsection (g) of Section 1 
of said Ordinance No. 12 of 1977 which 
presently reads as follows: 

“(g) It is further intended that City 
agency or department shall include municipal 
authorities whose members are appointed 
in whole or in part by the Mayor or City 
Council.” 

is hereby deleted in its entirety. 

SECTION 8. Subsection (h) of Section 1 
of said Ordinance No. 12 of 1977 which 
presently reads as follows: 

“(h) In making a determination as to 
whether a public structure should be orna¬ 
mented, and in what manner, the Commission 
shall consider such factors as whether the 
project is underground, under water or 
otherwise obscured from public view in which 
case ornamentation would be superfluous; 
it also shall consider the nature of the project 
and whether, as in the case of the statue, 
further ornamentation also would be 
superfluous; and it shall be further considered 
whether the complexities of financing such 


public improvement, such as Federalaid or 
Stateaid projects would make ornamentation 
impractical under the circumstances.”

PROVIDING for a Comprehensive 
Merit Based Personnel System for the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

WHEREAS, the Pittsburgh Home Rule 
Charter (hereinafter Charter) provides for the 
establishment of a personnel system proposed 
by the Mayor, approved by Council, and 
adopted by Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the existing General Civil 
Service Statute, as amended, the Fire 
Civil Service Statute, as amended, and the 
Police Civil Service Statute, as amended, shall 
serve as the basis of the personnel system, 
and in combination with this ordinance shall 
establish a complete and exclusive personnel 
system. 


THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS 

SECTION 1 Purpose 

The purpose of this ordinance is to es¬ 
tablish a complete and exclusive system of 
personnel administration based on merit 
principles and adapted to the requirements 
of the City of Pittsburgh, This system will 
insure that persons are recruited, appointed, 
promoted, and retained on the basis of merit 
and demonstrated competence without 
regard to sex, race, religion or political 
affiliation, while giving full recognition to 
the City’s affirmative action plan and 
Section 4 of the Home Rule Charter 

SECTION 2. Definitions 

2.1 “Non-Career Service”—includes 
those positions in the unclassified service 
as defined in Section 7 of the General Civil 
Service Statute and additional positions as 
designated by this ordinance. The Non- 
Career Service shall include the following 
positions: 

—All elected officials. 

—All executive secretaries or assistants 
to the Mayor, one clerical secretary 
to each executive secretary, and one 
private secretary to the Mayor. 

—All positions in the Office of the 
City Council. 

—All positions in the Office of the 
City Controller. 

—All Magistrates and Members of 
Statutory, Charter or Ordinance 
Boards and Commissions. 

—All departments heads, (heads of 
major administrative units), 
deputy and assistant directors, 
superintendents, one administrative 
assistant to each department head, 
and one secretary to each depart¬ 
ment head. 

—All attorneys in the Department of 
Law. 

—Part-time employees and employees 
whose employment does not exceed 
180 days per year. 

2.2 “Career Service” includes all positions 

other than those listed as “Non- 

Career Service . 
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2 3 General Civil Service Statute shall 
mean the Act of May 23, 1907, P.L. 
206, as amended, and any subsequent 
amendments thereto 

2 4 Fire Civil Service Statute shall mean 

the Act of June 27, 1939, P.L. 1207, 
as amended, and any subsequent 
amendments thereto. 

2.5 Police Civil Service Statute shall mean 
the Act of August 10, 1951, P.L. 
1189, as amended, and any subsequent 
amendments thereto. 

2.6 Where a position is named by title 
in this Ordinance, it shall be deemed 
to include any change of title for 
said position which may hereafter be 
made. 

SECTION 3, Coverage 

3.1 Positions in the Non-Career Service 
shall not be covered by the procedures 
set forth in this Ordinance. 

3.2 Positions in the City Council and 
City Controller’s Offices shall not be 
covered by the procedure set forth in 
this Ordinance. 

3 3 Positions in the Career Service shall 

be covered by the procedures set 
forth in this Ordinance 

The Career Service shall be composed of the 
following classes as established by Section 
11 of the General Civil Service Statute as 
follows: 

a, “Competitive Class” as defined by 
Section 13 of the General Civil Service 
Statute, 

b. “Non Competitive Class” as defined by 
Section 18 of the General Civil Service 
Statute. 

c, “Labor Class” as defined by Section 19 
of the General Civil Service Statute. 

d. “Exempt Class” All positions presently 
classified as Exempt, except those positions 
placed in the Non-Career Service in accord¬ 
ance with Section 2.1 of this Ordinance, shall 
be reclassified into one of the three Career 
Service classifications. Competitive, Non 
Competitive or Labor, as is most appropriate 
to the type of position. 

All persons holding positions in the Exempt 
Class on the date this Ordinance takes effect 
shall be construed to have been appointed 


under the provisions of the General Civil 
Service Statute applicable to the class to 
which their positions reverts. 

All positions presently classified as 
Competitive, Non Competitive, and Labor 
shall remain as such and all persons holding 
such positions shall be afforded the protection 
of the existing Civil Service Statutes in 
addition to those protections provided in 
this Ordinance. 

3.4 Any Career Service employee appointed 
to a position in the Non-Career Service 
shall, in the event of subsequent removal 
from the Non-Career position, retain the 
tenure right in the former position and 
shall have the right to return to the former 
position or an equivalent position. 

SECTION 4, Organization 

4.1 There is hereby created in the govern¬ 
ment of the City of Pittsburgh an additional 
executive department to be known as the 
Department of Personnel and Civil Service 
Commission, and shall be under the charge 
of a Personnel Director who shall be the 
head thereof and shall maintain and ad¬ 
minister the merit-based personnel system. 
The Director shall have the power and au¬ 
thority to adopt, amend or rescind such 
rules and procedures as may be necessary 
for the proper administration of the personnel 
system and said rules shall be approved by 
the Mayor before they go into effect, but 
when so approved shall not be annulled 
or changed except by the Personnel 
Director with the approval of the Mayor. 
If the Mayor takes no action on the rule 
or amendment, submitted to him, within a 
period of ten days from the date of its 
submission, then the rule or amendment 
shall be effective as though approved by 
the Mayor. (Any personnel rules or 
procedures adopted, amended or rescinded 
by said Director shall be supplement 
and subordinate and not be in conflict 
with Civil Service Statutes, the Civil 
Service Commission, collective bargaining 
agreements. Appeals Board, or applicable 
laws.) Notice of the adoption, amendment, 
recession, annulment and/or change of the 
rules and procedures shall be in writing, 
and must be transmitted and filed of record, 
with the City Clerk, before they shall 
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become effective and/or changed. The 
Personnel Director shall maintain records 
of all employees and shall certify payrolls 
to the Controller of all persons in the Career 
Service that they have been appointed in 
accordance with and are in compliance with 
the provisions of the Civil Service Statutes 
and Rules of the Civil Service Commission, 
this Ordinance and other Ordinances or 
Rules of the City relative to employees 
and the rules established by the Personnel 
Director. 

4.2 The Personnel Department shall 
include the Civil Service Commission as 
provided in Section 2 of the General Civil 
Service Statute who shall retain the powers 
and responsibilities as described in Section 
6 of the General Civil Service Statute. The 
compensation of the Commissioners shall be 
fixed by City Council. The President of the 
Commission shall receive not less than five 
hundred dollars per year and the Commission¬ 
ers shall receive not less than two hundred 
fifty dollars per year as provided in Section 
2 of the General Civil Service Statute. 

4.3 The Personnel Department shall in¬ 
clude an Appeals Board as provided in Section 
702 of the Charter. 

There shall be an Appeals Board which shall 
consist of three persons; one, appointed by 
the Mayor to serve a term concurrent with 
the term of the Mayor, one appointed by 
Council to serve a term concurrent with the 
term of the Controller and one appointed by 
the Controller to serve a term concurrent with 
the term of the Controller. The Members of 
the Appeals Board qualify by taking and 
filing an oath in accordance with Section 
709 of the Charter. The compensation of 
the Appeals Board members shall be fixed by 
City Council. 

4.4 Except where otherwise provided in a 
collective bargaining agreement or 
arbitration award, the Appeals Board is 
authorized to hear and decide the following 
appeals: an appeal by a non-uniformed 
employee, at the option of the employee, 
from any disciplinary action by a major 
administration unit head that the employee 
may now appeal to the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission; an appeal by a uniformed employee, 


at the option of the employee, from a decision 
of a trial board, as approved by the Mayor, 
or by the City, at its option, from a decision 
of a trial board as disapproved by the Mayor; 
and, CETA Public Service Employees not 
covered by collective bargaining agreements 
or Civil Service Statutes shall have the right 
to appeal such disciplinary matters as des¬ 
cribed in the General Civil Service Statute to 
the Appeals Board. 

a. An appeal to either the Appeals Board 
or the Civil Service Commission shall be 
in lieu of appeal to the other body. The 
party appealing shall designate the body 
at the time of filing the appeal. The 
appeal shall be filed with the Director 
of Personnel. 

b. Appeals of trial boards under this section 
shall be on the record before the trial 
board. In all appeals under this section, 
the Appeals Board shall have the power 
to affirm, reverse, increase or decrease 
the disciplinary decision of the major 
administrative unit head or trial board, 
as approved or disapproved by the 
Mayor. 

c. In conducting hearings, the Appeals 
Board shall have the power to administer 
oaths, issue subpoenas, receive relevant 
evidence and question witnesses. 

4.5 The Department of Personnel and 
Civil Service Commission and Appeals Board 
shall consist of such persons at such com¬ 
pensation as may be fixed by annual 
resolution of the City of Pittsburgh fixing 
the number of officers and employees of all 
departments of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
the rate of compensation thereof, or as 
may be provided for in appropriate Federal 
Grant Programs, except that the clerks, 
examiners and employees of the Civil 
Service Commission shall receive salaries to 
be fixed by the Civil Service Commission 
and approved by the Mayor as provided in 
the General Civil Service Statute, and the 
expense of said office shall be provided for 
in the annual resolution making appropria¬ 
tions to pay the expenses of conducting the 
public business of the City of Pittsburgh, or 
as may be provided for in appropriate 
Federal Grant Programs. 

SECTION 5. Staffing 
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5.1. Recruitment 

All positions in the Career Service not 
filled by promotion or transfer shall be filled 
according to the following procedures: when 
there is a position to be filled in the Career 
Service, the department head will notify the 
Personnel Director. The Personnel Director 
shall make public announcement of the 
position to be filled along with the require¬ 
ments and qualifications, the subject of any 
examination and other information deemed 
necessary In the Personnel Director. The 
Personnel Director shall make every effort 
to insure that all interested persons are 
informed and that qualified persons are 
attracted by utilizing distribution mechanisms 
such as the press, radio, television, profession¬ 
al associations, union organizations, civic 
groups, educational institutions and neighbor¬ 
hood organizations as necessary to insure a 
sufficient number of qualified applicants. 
Applications received shall be retained for a 
period of one year and may be used to fill 
similar positions that become available 
during that period. For federally-funded 
positions the Personnel Director may utilize 
the applications on file for the federal 
program or utilize the same recruitment 
techniques outlined above. 

5.2 Selection 

When a vacancy arises in the Career 
Service and the department head desires that 
the position be filled, it shall be filled by 
promotion, whenever possible and in the best 
interests of the City, in accordance with the 
Civil Service Statutes where applicable. The 
Civil Service Commission, in consultation 
with the Personnel Director, shall establish 
the examinations to be used to determine the 
fitness and ability of applicants for appoint¬ 
ment and promotion in the Career Service. 
The examinations used may be oral, written, 
performance, evaluation of education and 
experience, interviews, physical examinatons. 
or any other appropriate measures. The 
Civil Service Commission, in consultation 
with the Personnel Director, shall establish 
the w-eights for each part or parts of the 
examination. The examinations used shall 
be constructed for validity and shall be 
related to the duties and responsibilities of 
the position for which the applicant is being 
examined for appointment or promotion. 


After the appropriate examination procedures, 
the Civil Service Commission, in consultation 
with the Personnel Director, shall prepare a 
list of eligible candidates. Although the 
Civil Service Commission should and is 
encouraged, to consult with the Personnel 
Director, no advice and/or decision of the 
Personnel Director, shall be binding on the 
Civil Service Commission. A limited 
number of the highest ranking eligibles 
shall be certified to the department head for 
selection and appointment in accordance with 
the applicable Civil Service Statutes, 
Personnel Rules and collective bargaining 
agreements, and the City’s affirmative 
action plan. This Ordinance shall not be 
construed to change the existing procedures 
whereby heads of major administrative units 
select and appoint employees within their 
respective units or offices. 

5.3 Probationary Period 

All original appointments to positions in 
the Career Service shall be for a probationary 
period as established by statute or collective 
bargaining agreement, During the probation¬ 
ary period the appointee may be dismissed 
as provided by the applicable Civil Service 
Statute, or if no Civil Service Statute is 
applicable, for ‘’just cause” as defined in 
Section 5.4 of this Ordinance. At the end of 
the probationary period, if the conduct or 
capacity of the appointee has not been 
satisfactory to the appointing officer, the 
appointee shall be notified in writing that 
permanent appointment shall not be made 
and the appointee’s employment shall cease; 
if such notice is not given, retention of the 
appointee shall be equivalent to final appoint¬ 
ment. 

5.4 Removal 

Employees in the Career Service who have 
successfully completed the probationary 
period may be removed, discharged, or 
demoted only for just cause. “Just cause ’ 
may be, but is not limited to 1) Physical 
or mental disability; or 2) Absenteeism, 
delinquency, misconduct, incompetence, 
inefficiency or failure to maintain City 
Domicile; or 3) Economy reductions, lack 
of work, abolition of position or reduction 
of federal, state or bond funds. Nothing in 
this Ordinance shall limit the power of any 
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officer to suspend a subordinate employee 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 
20 of the General Civil Service Statute; nor 
shall this Ordinance alter the disciplinary 
and removal procedures required by the Fire 
and Police Civil Service Statues. 

SECTION 6. Prior Law 

All provisions of the Civil Service Statutes 
and Civil Service Rules not contrary to or 
inconsistent with the terms of this Ordinance 
shall remain in force until they are altered, 
amended or repealed pursuant to this 
Ordinance. 

SECTION 7. Severability 

If any provision, clause, sentence, 
paragraph, section or part of this Ordinance 
shall, for any reason, be adjudged by a court 
of competent jurisdiction to be un¬ 
constitutional or invalid, said judgment shall 
not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder 
of this Ordinance. It is hereby declared to 
be the legislative intent of the City Council 
that this Ordinance would have been adopted 
had such unconstitutional or invalid provision, 
clause, sentence, paragraph, section or part 
thereof not be included. 

SECTION 8. Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall be effective_

Regulating cable communications in the 
City of Pittsburgh 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE 

This ordinance shall be known as the 
Cable Communications Ordinance. 
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SECTION 2. PURPOSE 

(A) The purpose of this ordinance is 

(1) to regulate the erection, construc¬ 
tion, reconstruction, operation, 
maintenance, dismantling, 
testing, repair and use of a cable 
communications system in, upon, 
along, across, above, over, under 
or in any manner connected with 
the streets, public ways or public 
places within the corporate limits 
of the City of Pittsburgh, as now 
or in the future may exist, and 

(2) to provide for payment of a fee and 
other valuable consideration to 
the City of Pittsburgh for the 
construction and operation of a 
cable communications system, and 

(3) to provide for the regulation by 
Council of rates to be charged to 
subscribers for basic service, and 

(4) to provide for the development of 
the cable communications system 
as a community communications 
system and for other public pur¬ 
poses, and 

(5) to provide remedies and prescribe 
penalties for the violation of this 
Ordinance. 

SECTION 3. DEFINITIONS 

(A) For the purposes of this Ordinance and 
any Agreement awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith, the following terms, 
phrases, words and their derivations shall 
have the meaning given herein unless 
otherwise specifically provided in this 
Ordinance, unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise or unless such meaning 
would be inconsistent with the manifest 
intent of Council. 

(1) “Agency” means any department of 
City government. 

(2) “Additional Service” means any 
communications service other than 
Basic Service, provided directly over 
its cable communications system by 
the Franchisee directly or as a carrier 


to its parent, subsidiary or affiliated 
corporations or an\ other person 
engaged in communications service 
including, but not limited to, burglar 
alarm, data or other electronic in¬ 
telligence transmission, facsimile 
reproduction, meter reading, pay 
television, subscription cablecasting, 
market surveying and home shopping. 

(3) “Affiliated Corporation” means (A) 
any person directly or indirectly 
owning, controlling, or holding with 
power to vote, three per centum (3^ ) or 
more of the outstanding voting 
securities of the Franchisee; (B) 
any person three per centum (3?r) or 
more of whose outstanding voting 
securities are directly or indirectly 
owned, controlled, or held with power 
to vote, by the Franchisee; (C) any 
person directly or indirectly controlling, 
controlled by, or under common 
control, with the Franchisee; (D) 
any officer, director, partner, co¬ 
partner, or employee of the Franchise; 
and (E) if the Franchisee is an invest¬ 
ment company, any investment 
adviser thereof or any member of an 
advisory board thereof; and (F) if 
the Franchisee is any unincorporated 
investment company not having a 
board of directors, the depositor 
thereof. 

(4) “Basic Service’’ shall mean the 
complement of programming and 
services distributed by the cable 
communications system to all sub¬ 
scriber terminals to all locations 
within the City, for a basic monthly 
charge and shall include: 

(a) television broadcast signals 
required to be carried under 
federal or local law; and 

(b) Community Communications; and 

(c) programming or services on 
channels designated for special 
purposes by the Council and 
incorporated in any franchise 
Agreement; and 
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(d) any other services or programming 
at the option at the Franchisee as 
set forth in the franchise Agree¬ 
ment, provided, however, that 
subscription programming shall 
not be considered part of Basic 
Service, 

(5) “Book Value" means the cost of the 
cable communications system less 
depreciation and exclusive of the 
value of the franchise as certified by a 
Certified Public Accountant selected 
by the Superintendent at the expense 
of the Franchisee. 

(6) "Bureau means the Bureau of Cable 
Communications. 

(7) "Cablecasting means transmission of 
programming, exclusive of broadcast 
signals and community communica¬ 
tions, via the cable communications 
system to subscribers. 

(8) “Cable Communications System" 
means a nonbroadcast facility consisting 
of a set of transmission paths with 
associated signal generation, reception 
and control equipment, under common 
ownership and control, that distributes 
or is designed to distribute to sub¬ 
scribers the signals of one or more 
television broadcast stations, but 
such term shall not include (1) any 
such facility that serves fewer than 
fifty (50) subscribers or (2) any such 
facility that serves or will serve only 
subscribers in one or more multiple 
unit dwellings under common owner¬ 
ship. control or management. 

(9) “Channel" means a frequency band 
which is capable of carrying a standard 
broadcast audio-video television signal. 

(10) “City" means the City of Pittsburgh 

(11) “City Clerk means the Clerk of the 
City Council. 

(12) "Channel Lessee means a person 
leasing a cable channel for the presenta¬ 
tion and distribution of video-audio 
programs or other \ideo-audio 
communications over a cable channel 
for a specified fee. 


(13) "Leased Channel" means a channel 
leased by Franchisee to permit the 
presentation and distribution of video¬ 
audio programming or other video¬ 
audio communications to subscribers 
for a specified fee. 

(14) "Committee" means the Pittsburgh 
Cable Communications Advisory 
Committee established by Council 
pursuant to Section 9 of this Ordinance 
to act as an advisory body to it on 
matters pertaining to cable commu¬ 
nications. 

(15) "Community Communications" means 
programming, exclusive of broadcast 
signals, produced by persons, or¬ 
ganizations or institutions at designated 
centers or otherwise for telecast over 
one or more of the Public, Educational 
or Governmental Community 
Communications channels. 

(16) "Council" means the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

(17) "Department" includes any branch 
or division of City administration, 
including any officer, employee or 
other authorized representative there¬ 
of. 

(18) "Director" means the chief administra¬ 
tive officer of a department. 

(19) “Discrete Services" means services 
available on the cable communications 
system which may be provided to 
subscribers on an individual and/or 
group basis and which may be 
particular to that subscriber and/or 
group and not available system-wide. 
Discrete services are cable communica¬ 
tions services which are delivered by 
means of a technically segregated 
signal 

(20) "Downstream Channel" means a 
channel through which an electronic 
or other signal, originated or con¬ 
verted at the headend or subhead- 
ends, ma> be transmitted to and 
received at the location of the sub¬ 
scribers receiver 
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(21) “Fair Market Value” means that 
price which a Seller, dealing at arms 
length, ready and willing to sell and 
not compelled to sell, would accept 
for the cable communications 
system when offered by a buyer, 
ready and willing but not compelled 
to buy, exclusive of the value of the 
franchise. 

(22) "FCC” means the Federal Commu¬ 
nications Commission or its legally 
appointed successor. 

(23) "Franchise” means the right granted 
through a contractual agreement 
between the City and a person by which 
the City authorizes such person to 
erect, construct, reconstruct, operate, 
dismantle, test, use and maintain a 
cable communications system in the 
City. Any franchise awarded by an 
agreement in accordance herewith 
shall be a non-exclusive franchise. 

(24) "Franchisee” means the person or its 
legal successor in interest who 
executes an agreement in accordance 
with the provisions of this Ordinance 
for the erection, construction, re¬ 
construction, operation, maintenance, 
dismantling, testing and use of a cable 
communications system in the City of 
Pittsburgh and who obtains a certif¬ 
icate of Compliance with appropriate 
waivers from the FCC to do the same 
or such other federal approval as 
may be required by law. 

(25) "Franchise Origination" means 
programming, exclusive of broadcast 
signals and Community Communica¬ 
tions, carried on a cable communications 
system over one (1) or more channels 
and subject to the exclusive control 
of the Franchisee, including, but not 
limited to, leased channels. 

(26) "Headend” means electronic equip¬ 
ment including, inter alia, antennae, 
pre-amplifiers, frequency converters, 
demodulators, modulators and related 
equipment used to amplify, filter and 
or convert television signals for dis¬ 
tribution over the cable communica¬ 
tions system's channels, includes 


antenna tower, satellite earth 
stations and an> building housing am 
of the abo\e equipment 

127} "Inception of service" means pro¬ 
viding service to a subscriber in am 
separately programmable area 

(28) "Law” means am federal or Penn¬ 
sylvania constitution or statute, local 
resolution or ordinance including, but 
not limited to. those of the City and 
all rules and regulations promulgated 
pursuant to any of the same, now 
existing or hereafter adopted or 
amended and interpretations of the 
same by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

(29) "Parent Corporation” means any 
corporation (other than the Franchisee) 
in an unbroken chain of corporations 
ending with the Franchisee if, at the 
time of the execution of the franchise 
Agreement, each of the corporations 
other than the Franchisee owns stock 
possessing 50 percent or more 
of the total combined voting power of 
all classes of stock in one of the 
other corporations in such chain 

(30) " Person" includes individual 
natural persons, firms, partnerships, 
joint ventures, societies, organizations, 
clubs, associations, trustees, trusts, 
corporations, companies or organiza¬ 
tions of any kind; or any officers, 
agents, employees, factors or any kind 
of person representative of the above, in 
any capacity, acting either for himself, 
or for any other person, under either 
personal appointment or pursuant to 
law. Whenever used in any clause 
prescribing a penalty the term 
“person” as applied to partnerships 
or members thereof, and if applied to 
corporations, the officers thereof 
“Person” shall not include a municipal 
corporation. 

(31) “Separately Programmable Community 
Area” means am one of the following 
areas within the Cit\ 

(a) Area 1: City Wards 21 through 27 

(b) Area 2: City Wards 1 through 9 
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(c) Area 3: City Wards 10 through 14 

(d) Area 4: City Wards 15 through 18 
and 30 and 31 

(e) Area 5: City Wards 19, 20, 28, 29 
and 32 

{32) “Single Drop*' means the connection 
betu een the cable communications 
system and the subscriber’s location 
and receiver therein. 

(33) “Street” means any area established 
for vehicular use or the entire width 
between the boundary lines of every 
way publicly maintained when any 
part thereof is open for public pur¬ 
poses. “Street” includes, but is not 
limited to, highway, avenue, road 
alley, right-of-way, lane, boulevard, 
concourse, bridge, tunnel, parks, park¬ 
ways, waterways, docks, overheads, 
wharves and piers. 

(34) “Subscriber’means a person who 
receives any signal or service provided 
or distributed by the cable communica¬ 
tions system. 

(35) “Subscription Programming** means 
programming for which a per program, 
per channel per day, per time period 
or other per unit charge is made. 

(36) “Subsidiary Corporation” means any 
corporations (other than the Fran¬ 
chisee) in an unbroken chain of 
corporations beginning with the Fran¬ 
chisee if, at the time of the execution 
of the Franchise Agreement, each of 
the corporations other than the last 
corporation in the unbroken chain 
owns stock possession 50 percent or 
more of the total combined voting 
power of all classes of stock in one of 
the other corporations in such chain. 

(37) “Total Local Gross Revenues" means 
all cash, credits, property of any kind 
or nature, or other consideration what¬ 
soever in any form arising from or 
attributable to the sale or exchange 
of cable communications services 
by the Franchisee within the City or 
in any way derived from the operation 
of its cable communications system, 
including, but not limited to, an> 


interconnection between its sytem in 
the City and any system whatsoever 
or the sale, exchange, or cablecast 
of any programming developed on or 
for community communications 
channels of the Franchisee’s system. 
This sum shall be the basis for 
computing the fee imposed pursuant 
to Section 19(A) of this Ordinance. 
Said sum shall not include any sales, 
service, occupation or other excise 
tax to the extent that such taxes are 
charged separately from normal 
service charges and are remitted 
by the Franchisee directly to the 
taxing authority 

(38) "Upstream Channel” means a channel 
through which television signals 
emanating from a subscriber’s 
location and/or the location of any 
other entity except the main trans¬ 
mitting facility of the Franchisee is 
transmitted via the cable communica¬ 
tions system to the system headend or 
other appropriate point. 

(39) “User” means a person utilizing a 
cable communications channel and/ 
or production facilities for purposes 
of production and/or transmission of 
electronic or other signals as opposed 
to receipt thereof as a subscriber. 

(B) The singular includes the plural and 
the plural includes the singular. Words 
used in the past or present tense include 
the future. 

(C) Unless otherwise provided in this 
Ordinance and unless the context or the 
manifest intent of Council clearly indicates 
otherwise, terms, phrases, words and their 
derivations not defined in this Ordinance 
shall have the meanings ascribed to them in 
the rules and regulations of the FCC or in 
subchapter F of Chapter 19 (Rules of 
Construction) of the Statutory Construction 
Act of 1972, as amended, 1 Pa. C.S. 1991- 

(D) Any word not specifically defined shall 
be construed according to its common 
usage unless the context or the manifest 
intent of Council clearly indicates other¬ 
wise. 
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SECTION 4. DELEGATION 

(A) Whenever a provision appears re¬ 
quiring the director of a department or the 
Superintendent to do some act, it is to be 
construed to authorize such director of 
Superintendent to designate, delegate and 
authorize subordinates to perform the 
required act unless the terms of the 
provision or section require otherwise. 

SECTION 5. PENALTIES 

(A) Where this Ordinance provides 
alternative penalties or remedies, they shall 
be cumulative and the imposition of one 
penalty or remedy shall not prevent the 
appropriate City officer from invoking any 
other penalty or remedy provided for. 

(B) Unless otherwise provided, any 
person convicted of violating any provision 
of this Ordinance or any rule or regulation 
promulgated hereunder, shall, upon convic¬ 
tion, be fined not more than three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) and costs for each 
offense, and in default of payment thereof 
may be imprisoned for not more than 
thirty (30) days. Each day of a continuing 
violation shall constitute a separate and 
distinct offense. 

(C) In addition to any penalty provided or 
imposed, any condition caused or permitted 
to exist in violation of any provision of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed to be a public 
nuisance and may be abated by the City as 
provided in law or equity. Each day such 
condition continues shall constitute a 
separate and distinct offense. 

SECTION 6. SERVICE OF NOTICE 

(A) All notices required to be given to the 
City under an> provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be deemed served: 

(1) When delivered by hand in writing 
to the Superintendent, or to am 
adult person in charge of the 
Bureau during normal business 
hours. 

(B) All notices required to be given to 
the Franchise under any provision of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed served: 


ill When delivered In hand in writing 
to the person designated in the 
Agreement awarding a franchise 
made in accordance herew ith. or 

(2) When regularly mailed to the 
person so designated. 

SECTION 7. NO LIABILITY OR 
WARRANTY 

This Ordinance shall not be construed to 
create or hold the City of Pittsburgh respon¬ 
sible or liable for any damage to persons to 
property by reason of any inspection or 
reinspection authorized herein or failure to 
inspect or reinspect, nor shall the issuance of 
any permit or license nor the approval or 
disapproval of any equipment authorized 
herein nor any agreement executed pursuant 
hereto constitute any representation, 
guarantee or warranty of any kind by, nor 
create any liability upon, the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh or any official, agent or employee 
thereof. 

SECTION 8. LENGTH OF FRANCHISE 

Any franchise awarded by the City by an 
Agreement in accordance herewith shall be a 
non-exclusive franchise for the use of the 
streets, public ways or public places within 
the City for an initial term of fifteen (15) 
years for the erection, construction, re¬ 
construction. operation, maintenance, 
dismantling, testing and use of a cable 
communications sy stem. 

SECTION 9. PITTSBURGH CABLE 
COMMUNICATIONS ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE 

(A) There shall be a body known as the 
Pittsburgh Cable Communications Advisory 
Committee (hereinafter “the Committee ) 
which shall act solely as an adv isory body to 
Council with regard to the best use of the 
cable communications system in the City In 
its advisory capacity the Committee shall 
endeavor to promote and develop the best 
use by the community of the cable commu¬ 
nications system as a community communica¬ 
tions system. 

(B) Council shall appoint eleven 
members to the Committee as follows: 
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{1} Members of tiu* Committee. with 
the exception of the Superin¬ 
tendent, who shall receive such 
sa!ar> as Council ma\ authorize, 
shall serve thereon without pay, 

12) The members of the Committee 
shall be appointed on the following 
basis: 

(a) One resident from each of the 
areas outlined on the separate!) 
programmable community 
area map attached to this 
ordinance shall be appointed 
to the Committee, 

lb) Six (6) other residents of the 
City shall be appointed at large. 

(c) A member shall be deemed to 
have resigned from the 
Committee and shall no longer 
participate in any manner 
thereon when said member’s 
residence is no longer in the 
area from which he was 
appointed if said member 
was appointed pursuant to 
Section 9(B) (2) (a) or from 
the City if said member w>as 
appointed pursuant to Section 
9(B) (2) (b). 

(3) The six (6) at large members shall 
serve for a three (3) year term and 
five (5) area members shall serve 
for a two (2) year term from the 
date of the firs scheduled meeting 
of the Committee. 

(a) Duration of appointments 
shall be decided by lot at the 
first scheduled meeting of the 
Committee. 

|4) A chairperson of the Committee 
shall be elected by a roll call vote 
of a majority of the members 
appointed and voting at the 
first scheduled meeting of the 
Committee. 

(a) The chairperson so elected 
shall serve for a term of one (1) 
year from the date of the 
chairperson s election There¬ 


after, a new chairperson shall be 
elected by Committee members 
on the anniversary of the 
initial Committee meeting. 

(b) An individual may be elected 
chairperson for not more than 
two consecutive terms. 

(c) A vacancy in the position of 
chairperson of the Committee 
shall be filled by a roll call 
vote of a majority of the 
members appointed and voting 
at the meeting called for that 
purpose. 

(5) Vacancies on the Committee, 
whether by reason of resignation 
or otherwise, shall be filled by 
Council according to whether the 
vacancy is that of a designated- 
area member or a member-at- 
large, in accordance with Section 
9(B) (2), The member appointed to 
fill said vacancy shall serve for the 
duration of the vacated term. 

(6) Members may be appointed to 
the Committee for not more than 
two consecutive terms. 

(7) In addition to the eleven members 
of the Committee appointed as 
hereinbefore outlined, the Super¬ 
intendent shall be a non-voting 
member of the Committee. 

(a) The Superintendent shall not 
serve as the chairperson of the 
Committee. 

(8) Neither the Franchisee, nor any 
of its agents, servants, employees 
or their families, nor any of its 
subsidiary, parent or affiliate 
corporations or any of their agents, 
servants, employees or members of 
their families, nor any person w'ith 
any financial interest in any agree¬ 
ment awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith, shall be 
appointed as a member of the 
Committee by Council. 

(a) A representative of the 
Franchisee shall be named in 
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the Franchise Agreement who 
shall attend all meetings 
of the Committee. Said 
representative shall be a 
non-voting members of the 
Committee. 

(9) Any action to be taken by the 
Committee shall require the 
concurrence of a simple majority 
of the members of the Committee 
appointed by Council voting, 

(10) Minutes of Committee meetings 
or records of any Committee 
actions shall be available for 
public inspection in the Office 
of the City Clerk during normal 
business hours. 

(C) The Committee shall have the follow¬ 
ing specific functions: 

(1) Review the Invitation for Proposals 
formulated by the cable commu¬ 
nications consultant and the 
evaluation made by the consultant 
of the proposals to enter into an 
Agreement for the award of a 
franchise in accordance herewith 
which are submitted in response 
to the Invitation for Proposals 
and make recommendations to 
Council regarding the selection 
of the Franchisee. 

(2) Advise Council regarding general 
policy relating to the service pro¬ 
vided to subscribers and users by 
the Franchisee. 

(3) Advise Council regarding the 
operation and use of any commu¬ 
nity communications channels with 
a view toward maximizing the 
diversity of programs and services 
to subscribers and users. 

(4) Encourage the use of any commu¬ 
nity communications channels 
among the widest range of in¬ 
stitutions, groups and individuals 
within the City. 

(5) Advise Council on the regulation of 
rates in accordance with this 
Ordinance 


la) The Committee shall submit a 
written report to Council which 
shall include, hut shall not be 
limited to. recommendations to 
Council regarding rates and 
the findings upon which such 
recommendations are based 

(6) Make an annual report to the Cits 
which shall include but not be 
limited to. a suminan report on the 
utilization of community commu¬ 
nications channels, a review of an> 
plans submitted during the vear 
In the Franchisee for the develop¬ 
ment of new services and a 
summary report of the Committee’s 
deliberations throughout the >ear 

(7) Report to Council matters which 
max constitute a \ iolation of this 
Ordinance 

(8) The Committee ma> appear before 
Council in accordance with 
Council’s rules in any proceedings 
before Council on matters 
pertaining to the cable commu¬ 
nications system. 

(a) The Committee shall meet at 
least once even month. 

(b) All meetings of the Committee 
shall be open to the pubic. 

(9) Adopt rules and regulations 
governing its meetings and other 
activities. 

(10) Request comments and encourage 
suggestions regarding cable 
communications. 

(11) Advise Council on proposed 
transfers of the cable commu¬ 
nications system. 

(12) Perform such other advisor) func¬ 
tions as Council may direct 

SECTION 10. FRANCHISE TERRITORY 

(A) Any Agreement awarding a franchise 
to operate a cable communications svstem 
in accordance herewith shall applv to its 
operation throughout the City’s corporate 
limits as now or in the future may exist 
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{B) Thi 1 Franchiser shall endeavor to offer 
cable communications service to all residents 
of the City. To the extent that the Franchisee 
intends not to provide service to anv specific 
area, street, building or other location, the 
Franchisee shall designate them and clearly 
indicate in its proposal to enter into an 
Agreement awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith the technical or economic 
reason for its inability to provide service 
in the enumerated locations. 

(1) The right is hereby specifically 
reserved to Council to amend this 
Ordinance to list those areas of the 
City or individual residences 
or other buildings within an area 
to which the Franchisee shall not 
be obligated to offer or provide 
services because of technological 
or economic limitations. 

(C) The Franchisee shall commence 
operation of its cable communications 
system within twenty-one (21) months of 
the date of issuance of a Certificate of 
Compliance by the FCC, or, in the event that 
such certification or other federal approval 
is no longer required, within twenty-seven 
(27) months of the date of the execution of 
any Agreement awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith. For purposes of this 
subparagraph, operation shall be deemed to 
have commenced with the retransmission 
and amplification of television signals on a 
regular basis to at least eight thousand 
(8,000) residences or other structures. 

(D) Upon a request for service from any 
person residing in the City, the Franchisee 
shall, within sixty (60) days of such request, 
furnish the requested service, provided, 
however, that the location to be serviced is 
within the construction guidelines of this 
Section 10. 11 and 12 hereof. 

(E) The Superintendent, in his sole 
discretion, may extend in writing the time 
period for the performance of any act 
required under Sections 10, 11 and 12 of 
this Ordinance. 

SECTION 11. CONSTRUCTION 

(A) In the event that the Franchisee 
asserts that any of the occurrences listed in 


Section 27 (E) (1) (a) (b) and (c) here of 
has taken place, the Franchisee shall notify 
the Superintendent within five (5) days of 
any expected reasonable delay in complying 
with the construction schedule herein. If 
the Superintendent determines that such 
events in fact have not occurred, the 
Franchisee s delay shall be deemed to be a 
violation of this Ordinance and a material 
breach of any agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith and shall 
subject the Franchisee to the provisions of 
Section 27 (E) hereof and to all of the 
penalties and remedies prescribed in said 
Agreement as well as all other remedies, 
both legal and equitable, which are 
available to the City. 

(B) Within forty-eight months of the 
issuance of a Certificate of Compliance by 
the FCC, or in the event that such Certifica¬ 
tion or other federal approval is no longer 
required, within fifty-four (54) months of 
the date of execution of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance here¬ 
with, the Franchisee shall offer to install, 
make operational, and render cable 
communications to all residences within the 
City in accordance with this Ordinance 
and any Agreement awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith, according to the 
following schedule: 

(1) Twenty-Five percentum (25%) 
of the total number of linear miles 
as specified in the franchise Agree¬ 
ment, exclusive of those areas 
referred to in Section 10(B), of 
the basic trunk line and all 
associated feeder lines and single 
drops which must be laid to 
provide service throughout the 
corporate limits of the City within 
eighteen (18) months of the date 
of the issuance of the Certificate 
of Compliance to the Franchisee 
or, in the event that such cer¬ 
tification or other federal 
approval is no longer required, 
within Iwentv-four (24) months 
of the date of the execution of 
any Agreement awarding a 
Franchise in accordance here¬ 
with. 
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(2) Sixty percentum (60%) of the total 
number of linear miles as specified 
in the franchise Agreement, 
exclusive of those areas re¬ 
ferred to in Section 10(B), of 
the basic trunk line and all 
associated feeder lines and single 
drops which must be laid to 
provide service throughout the 
corporate limits of the City 
within thirty (30) months of 
the date of the issuance of a 
Certificate of Compliance to the 
Franchisee, or, in the event that 
such certification or other 
federal approval is no longer 
required, within thirty-six (36) 
months of the date of execution of 
any Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith. 

(3) One hundred percentum (100%) of 
the total number of linear miles 
as specified in the franchise 
Agreement, exclusive of those 
areas referred to in 10(B) of the 
basic trunk line and all associated 
feeder lines and single drops which 
must be laid to provide service 
throughout the corporate limits 
of the City, within forty-eight (48) 
months of the date of issuance of 
a Certificate of Compliance to 
the Franchisee, or, in the event 
that such certification is no longer 
required, within fifty-four (54) 
months of the date of execution 
of any Agreement awarding a 
Franchise in accordance herewith. 

(C) The Franchisee shall apply to the FCC 
for a Certificate of Compliance, including 
appropriate waivers or other required 
federal approval, and otherwise comply fully 
with FCC regulations and federal law to 
obtain such certificates and waivers within 
sixty (60) days of the execution of any 
Agreement awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith. Within thirty (30) days of 
the receipt of said Certificate, or, in the 
event that such Certification or other 
federal approval is no longer required, of 
notification by the Superintendent, the 
Franchisee shall apply for all other permits 
required to commence construction or 
operate its cable communications system. 


Failure to apply for such Certificate, waivers 
or permits within the time specified herein 
shall be deemed to be a violation of this 
Ordinance and a material breach of any 
Agreement awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith and shall subject the Franchisee 
to the procedure in Section 27(E) and to all 
penalties and remedies prescribed in said 
Agreement as well as all other remedies, 
both legal and equitable, which are available 
to the City. 

SECTION 12. INSTALLATION AND 
EXTENSION OF SERVICE 

(A) The Franchisee shall extend cable 
to new developments and subdivisions and 
to other areas, including but not limited to, 
blocks or streets, simultaneously with the 
installation of electric power and telephone 
utility facilities. 

(B) In all eases where new developments 
and subdivisions are to be constructed and 
to be served in whole or in part by both 
underground power and telephone utilities, 
the owner or developer of such areas shall 
provide the Franchisee the trench, backfill 
and all necessary substructures for television 
cables in order that the Franchisee may install 
all necessary electronic cable communications 
facilities. In no event shall such under- 
grounding be at anv cost or expense to the 
City. 

(C) Failure to install cable in accordance 
with the construction timetable as provided 
in Sections 10 and 11 hereof, or to extend 
cable within ninety (90) days of a subscriber’s 
request for service to new developments, 
subdivisions or other areas in instances 
controlled by Sections 12(A) and (B) hereof 
shall constitute a violation of this Ordinance 
and a material breach of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance herewith 
and shall subject the Franchisee to the 
provisions of Section 27 (E) and to all the 
penalties and remedies prescribed in said 
Agreement as well as all other remedies, 
both legal and equitable, which are available 
to the City. Continued failure to install or 
extend cable communications service during 
any subsequent ninety (90) day period shall 
constitute a separate violation and breach 
and shall subject the Franchisee to the 
remedies provided hereinbefore. 
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(E>| Basic- Service and such Cable 
Communications Service as may be provided 
for in any Agreement awarding a Franchise 
in accordance herewith shall be made 
available to all individual dwellings, 
residences, including apartment, con¬ 
dominium, cooperative or association 
building, institutions, organizations, 
business and all other entities within the 
corporate limits of the City as the same now 
or in the future may exist, in accordance 
with the provisions of Sections 11 (B) and 
10 (C) of this Ordinance and all laws 
governing rights of property and privacy. 

(E) Installation and service fees for the 
first television set of any subscriber shall 
be uniform for all entities listed in Section 
12(D) hereof. 

(1) Installation of subscriber use of 
Cable Communications System 
service which involves the re¬ 
transmission of the cable signal to 
multiple reception points within a 
structure shall be negotiated 
separately by the Franchisee and 
the owner of the structure or the 
subscriber. Service to condominium 
buildings shall be on such condi¬ 
tions as the governing body of the 
tenants in common may provide. 
Neither the Franchisee nor the City 
shall be responsible or liable for 
auv failure to provide cable 
communications service to a 
lessee or condominium owner 
whose lessor or governing body 
refuses the installation of such 
service The provision of cable 
communications services to any 
multiple-dwelling structure shall 
not he conditioned upon the 
purchase by the owner, lessor 
or governing body of such 
structure of any service of the 
Franchisee or any person 
designated by it. 

(F) Residential installation, including 
multiple drops, shall be offered as the 
feeder line passes the dwelling unit. 

(G) All installation other than residential 
shall be initially confined to a single drop 
at the port as requested b\ subscribers and 


shall occur as the feeder line passes the 
dwelling unit. 

(H) All of the Franchisee’s cable equipment 
shall be removed within a reasonable time, 
such time not to exceed one month, from 
a subscribers property at the subscriber’s 
request. 

(1) Where such removal interferes 
with the provision of cable 
communications services to 
another subscriber, it shall be the 
obligation of the subscriber so 
affected to secure a legal agree¬ 
ment which will enable the 
Franchisee to provide the sub¬ 
scriber the cable communications 
service to the subscriber desires. 

(2) Where attachment to or use of a 
non-subscriber’s property is 
necessary for the provision of 
cable communications services to 
a subscriber, it shall be the 
obligation of such subscriber to 
secure a legal agreement which 
will enable the Franchisee to 
provide the subscriber the cable 
communications service the 
subscriber desires. 

(I) Nothing in this Ordinance shall be 
construed as a representation, promise or 
guarantee by the City that any permit or 
other authorization required under any 
City law for the construction or installation 
of a cable communications system shall be 
issued. 

SECTION 13. SERVICE TO CUS¬ 
TOMERS 

(A) The cable communications system 
shall be designed for operation twenty-four 
(24) hours per day and shall endure service 
interruptions only for good cause and for a 
reasonable time as determined by the Super¬ 
intendent. Permissible interruptions of 
service shall be for the shortest possible time. 

(B) The Franchisee shall maintain an 
office in the City which shall be open to the 
general public during normal business hours 

(C) The Franchisee shall have a publicly 
listed telephone number 
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(1) The Franchisee shall employ an 
operator or maintain a telephone 
answering device twenty-four (24) 
hours per day, each day of the year 
to receive subscriber complaints. 

(a) A log shall be kept by the 
Franchisee listing each and 
every subscriber complaint or 
request for repair received and 
the disposition thereof. 

(b) Said log shall be available for 
inspection by the Superintend¬ 
ent or the Superintendent’s 
designated representative upon 
reasonable notice, but in no 
case fewer than four (4) times 
annually. 

(D) The Franchisee shall maintain a 
maintenance and repair service capable of 
responding to subscriber complaints or 
request for repairs within twenty-four (24) 
hours after the receipt of the complaint 
or request. 

(1) If the Franchisee or any of its 
shareholders owning at least three 
percentum (3%) of its stock, or any 
subsidiary, parent or affiliated 
corporation of the Franchisee 
engages in the business or activity 
of selling, leasing, repairing, 
dismantling or installing 
television or radio receivers, or 
accessories for such receivers, 
cameras, audio or video tape 
machines, video tapes, micro¬ 
phones, control boxes, modulators, 
or other equipment utilized by 
users or subscribers in the opera¬ 
tion of any cable communications 
system, the Franchisee shall not 
condition cable communications 
service or the continuation thereof 
or usage of community communica¬ 
tions facilities on a subscriber’s 
purchase of or failure to purchase 
any of such services or equipment 

(E) In the event that its service to sub¬ 
scribers is interrupted for forty-eight (48) 
or more consecutive hours, except for acts 
of God, riots or a state of emergency 
declared by the President of the United 


States, the Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania or the Mayor, the 
Franchisee shall grant affected subscribers 
a pro rata credit or rebate for the full 
duration of the interruption. In the event 
that any interruption of subscriber service 
is prolonged beyond any unreasonable 
period, such period being not less than 
forty-eight (48) hours and as further 
determined by the Superintendent, the 
procedure provided in Section 27 (E) shall 
be instituted. An unreasonable interruption 
of subscriber services shall be deemed a 
violation of this Ordinance and a material 
breach of any Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith and shall 
subject the Franchisee to the provision 
of Section 27 (E) and to all of the penalties 
and remedies prescribed in the Agreement 
as well as all other remedies, both legal 
and equitable, which are available to the 
City. 

(F) The Franchise shall not deny or delay 
service or use of community communications 
facilities or otherwise discriminate against 
subscribers or users on the basis of age, race, 
creed, color, sex, national original or marital 
status. 

(1) The Franchise shall strictly adhere to 
the Equal Employment Opportunity 
regulations of the FCC and to all 
federal, state and local laws, and 
executive orders pertaining to dis¬ 
crimination, equal employment 
opportunity and affirmative action, 
including, but not limited to, the 
provisions of the Pittsburgh Human 
Relations Ordinance, Ordinance No. 
75 of 1967, approved February 28, 
1967, as amended. 

SECTION 14. SYSTEM DESIGN 

(A) Channel Capacity 

(1) The Franchisee shall construct a cable 
communications system with sufficient 
bandwidth that when used in conjunc¬ 
tion with an appropriate device at the 
subscriber’s receiver shall enable the 
reception of a minimum of thirty (30) 
downstream video channels. 

(2) The Franchisee shall construct a cable 
communications system with sufficient 
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bandwidth that in addition to the 
downstream capability noted in Section 
14(A) (1) there shall be a minimum 
of four (4) upstream channels in each 
separately programmable community 
area. 

(a) All necessary return-path amplifiers 
and/or amplifier modules shall be 
installed at such time as, in the sole 
discretion of the Super-intendent, 
programming is available from 
public or private community 
entities to make use of this return 
capability. 

(i) The system shall have the 
potential of providing two-way, 
non-voice, return communica¬ 
tions without having to rebuild 
the system. 

(ii) Such return-path amplifiers 
and/or amplifier modules shall 
be installed promptly by the 
Franchisee at no cost to the 
City or any public or private 
community entity. 

(B) Subscriber Service 

(1) The Franchise shall carry all broadcast 
television signals to all subscribers 
as specified by the FCC or by the 
City in the event that the City has 
the authority to do so. 

(2) The cable communications system 
constructed by the Franchisee shall 
have such community communications 
channels and facilities as may be 
provided for in any Agreement award¬ 
ing a franchise in accordance herewith. 

(3) In addition to the capabilities of the 
cable communications system man¬ 
dated above, the Franchisee shall 
construct a cable communications 
system which when used with an 
appropriate device at the subscriber’s 
receiver shall enable only the reception 
of those local broadcast channels 
whose carriage is mandated by the 
FCC and such community communica¬ 
tions channels as may be specifically 
provided for in any Agreement award¬ 
ing a franchise in accordance herewith. 


(4) The Franchisee shall make available 
to all subscribers a full range of FM 
radio signals. 

(a) Such signals shall include, but not 
be limited to all local commercial 
and educational FM radio signals 
available in the franchise area 
and receivable at the headend. 

(C) Two-Way Capability 

{1) Maximum two-way service capability 
shall be designed into the cable 
communications system at its inception 
in conformity with FCC regulations. 

(2) During the operation of the cable 
communications system, the Fran¬ 
chisee shall strictly observe the privacy 
and property rights of subscribers. 

(a) The following restrictions shall 
apply to the release by the Fran¬ 
chisee of information and data: 

(i) The Franchise shall always 
indicate the number of its 
subscribers as a whole number 
and as a percentage of the 
potential subscribers in the 
City. 

(ii) When indicating the number 
of its subscribers viewing a 
particular channel at a 
particular time, the Franchisee 
shall indicate the total number 
of subscribers viewing during 
the relevant time and the 
percentage of all subscribers 
which they represent. In 
no event shall the Franchisee 
release the viewing habits 
or preferences of a particular 
subscriber. 

(iii) Any poll conducted by the 
Franchisee to determine sub¬ 
scriber preference shall in¬ 
dicate by a whole number 
those subscribers expressing 
a particular preference and 
shall never be expressed as a 
percentage of subscribers 
expressing that preference. 

(iv) The Franchisee shall at all 
times release both the number 
and the percentage of sub¬ 
scribers purchasing any 
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service contemplated in this 
Ordinance, but not the identity 
of any subscriber. 

(v) The Franchisee may maintain 
such records as are necessary 
to bill subscribers for the pur* 
chase of any cable communica¬ 
tions service. 

(vi) Neither the Franchisee nor 
any other person shall initiate 
in any form the discover of 
any information on or about 
a subscriber’s premises without 
prior written authorization 
from the subscriber potentially 
affected. 

(vii) Valid authorization shall 
mean voluntary written 
aproval and consent obtained 
from a subscriber to conduct 
the investigation described 
in Section 14(C) (2) (vi) prior 
to the commencement of 
such investigation for a period 
of time not to exceed one (1) 
year from the date of such 
authorization, and that shall 
not have been obtained as a 
condition of cable communica¬ 
tions service or continuation 
thereof or communications 
facility usage. 

(3) Without the authorization described in 
Section 14(C) (2) (vii) hereof, neither 
the Franchisee nor any other person 
shall in any manner activate, utilize 
or otherwise operate any channel from 
a subscriber s location. 

(4) Every subscriber shall have the absolute 
right to deactivate the return path from 
the subscriber’s receiver at the 
Franchisee’s sole cost. 

(5) The Franchisee shall not tabulate 
any test results, nor permit the use of 
its cable communications system for 
such tabulation, which would reveal 
the commercial product preferences or 
opinions of subscribers, members of 
their families or their invitees, 
licensees or employees. 

(6) Violation of any provisions of Section 
14 of this Ordinance shall be considered 
a material breach of any agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance 


herewith and shall subject the Fran¬ 
chisee to the provisions of Section 
27(E) hereof and to all penalties and 
remedies prescribed in said Agreement 
as well as all other legal or equitable 
remedies available to the City. 

(7) Each compilation, publication, 
tabulation or other dissemination of 
each piece of information made or 
permitted to be made in violation 
of this Section shall be considered a 
separate violation of this Ordinance. 

(D) Emergency Override 

(1) The cable communications system 
shall include an Emergency Alert 
capability which shall permit the 
Mayor or the Mayor’s designated 
representative to override the audio on 
all television channels and FM signals 
simultaneously, in accordance with 
FCC regulations, in the case of public 
emergencies as determined by the 
Mayor. The Franchisee shall designate 
broadcasts and such designation shall 
be included in any Agreement awarding 
a franchise in accordance herewith. 

(E) Standby Power 

(1) The Franchisee shall maintain in 
constant readiness equipment capable 
of providing standby powering for the 
headend, transportation and trunk 
amplifiers for a minimum of four (4) 
hours. 

(a) Said equipment shall be con¬ 
structed so as to revert auto¬ 
matically to a standby mode when 
alternating current power returns. 

(b) The Franchisee shall comply 
with all utility and other safety 
regulations to prevent a standby 
generator from powering the 
“dead” utility line so as to prevent 
injury to any person. 

SECTION 15. TECHNICAL PER¬ 
FORMANCE AND STANDARDS 

All performance and technical standards 
governing construction, reconstruction, 
installation, operation, testing, use, main¬ 
tenance and dismantling of the cable 
communications system provided for herein 
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shall be in accordance with all applicable 
FCC and other federal, state and local laws 
and regulations, provided, however, that the 
City may require such standards as it shall 
deem necessary unless specifically prevented 
from doing so by law. 

SECTION 16. LOCAL REGULATORY 
FRAMEWORK 

(A) Council expressly reserves the right to 
amend this Ordinance. 

(B) The Bureau of Cable Communications 
within the Department of Public Works shall 
be established as soon as practicable after 
the passage of this Ordinance and shall be 
under the charge of a Superintendent who 
shall be the head of such Bureau. 

(C) The Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Cable Communications to be established 
shall have the following powers and duties; 

(1) Mediating disputes or disagreements 
between a subscriber and the Fran¬ 
chisee at either’s request, following 
investigation. 

(2) Reviewing and auditing all reports 
and filings submitted by the Franchisee 
to the FCC and to the City pursuant 
to this Ordinance. 

(3) Submitting regulations regarding the 
construction, reconstruction, operation, 
maintenance, dismantling, testing or 
use of the cable communications 
system established pursuant to an 
Agreement awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith to the Director 
of the Department of Public Works 
for promulgation. 

(4) Reviewing all rules and regulations 
promulgated by the Franchisee or the 
City regarding Community Com¬ 
munications and Basic Services in 
order to insure compliance by the 
Franchisee. 

(5) Assuring that all rates and rules and 
pertinent to the operation of a cable 
communications system in accordance 
herewith are available for inspection 
by the general public during normal 
business hours, 

(a) Copies of said rates and rules and 
regulations, which are hereby 
declared to be documents of public 


record, shall be made available 
by the Superintendent to those 
who request the same on a cost- 
per-copy basis. 

(6) Conferring and coordination with the 
Franchisee on the interconnection of 
the cable communications system 
created in accordance herewith with 
any communications system, not 
limited to a cable communications 
system, whatsoever both within and 
without the City. 

(7) Developing funding proposals and 
administering any grant funds obtained 
by the City for the ongoing develop¬ 
ment of the cable communications 
system to be constructed and 
operated in accordance herewith. 

(8) Retaining consultants’ services as 
authorized by Council in order to 
ascertain the best use of public 
facilities and channels of the system 
and for other consulting services. 

(9) Reporting to Council at Council’s 
request. 

(10) Coordinating the activities of the 
Advisory Committee and assisting it 
in its deliberation. 

(11) Attending all regularly scheduled 
meetings of the Committee and par¬ 
ticipating thereon as a non-voting 
member. 

(12) Performing any other duties assigned 
under the provisions of this Ordinance 
or other legislation hereafter enacted 
by the Council or such other duties as 
the Mayor or Director assigns. 

(D) Structure of the Bureau of Cable 
Communications: 

(1) The Department of Personnel in 
developing a job description for and 
establishing qualifications of the 
Superintendent shall consider the 
following factors: 

(a) Prior record of employment; and 

(b) Experience in the areas of cable 
communications and cable 
communications system ad¬ 
ministration; and 

(c) Experience in developing funding 
proposals. 

(2) The Superintendent shall act as the 
representative of the City in all 
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matters pertaining to any cable 
communications system established in 
the City. 

(3) The Council and the Mayor shall 
proceed in the manner prescribed by 
law as soon as practicable after the 
passage and approval of this Ordinance 
to establish a budget for the Bureau of 
Cable Communications and in so 
doing shall consider the following: 

(a) It is the intent of Council that no 
tax revenues from the general 
fund shall be expended without 
replacement to defray the cost of 
regulation of any cable communica¬ 
tions system in the City. 

(b) For the period from the date of 
approval of this Ordinance until 
the date of execution of any 
Agreement awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith, Council 
shall appropriate in the manner 
prescribed by law such funds for 
the organization, development and 
operation of the Bureau of Cable 
Communications as it deems 
appropriate. Upon the execution 
of the said Agreement, the Fran¬ 
chisee shall reimburse fully the 
City for any such appropriation. 
Such sum shall be payable by the 
Franchisee in addition to any and 
all sums due the City hereunder 
or under said Agreement. 

(c) The Mayor shall submit to Council 
in the manner prescribed by law a 
budget which shall provide for 
expenses, if any, of the Bureau for 
that part of the calendar year 
remaining after the anticipated 
date of execution of said Agree¬ 
ment. Any budget thus approved 
and the budgets approved for the 
four (4) calendar years thereafter 
shall be deemed to be an assess¬ 
ment against the Franchisee. 

(d) The Franchisee shall tender to 
the City Treasurer the amount of 
the assessment required pursuant 
to subsection (4) (b) of this Section 
16, if any, for the first calendar 
year of the term of the said 
Agreement on the date of execution 
of the same, and for the succeeding 


four (4) calendar years the Fran¬ 
chisee shall tender the amount 
required by the assessment on or 
before January 15th of the year for 
which the assessment is made. 

(e) The amount by which the said 
assessments exceed the fee due and 
paid for those years referred to in 
Section 16(D) (3) (c) hereof shall 
be credited one-seventh (1/7) 
annually against the fees due and 
payable pursuant to this Ordinance 
or any franchise Agreement made 
in accordance herewith during the 
last seven (7) calendar years or 
relevant part thereof of the term 
of said Agreement. 

(E) In matters pertaining to increases in 
basic subscriber rates, installation charges, 
rental rates of production facilities, dis¬ 
tribution of facilities and changes in owner¬ 
ship of the Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith, the Superintendent 
may submit requests he receives to the 
Committee. 

(1) The Superintendent shall makes his 
recommendations, if any, to the 
Council and the Mayor concerning 
said requests within ninety (90) days 
of the receipt of such requests by the 
Bureau. 

(F) Council shall take no action on any 
legislation submitted on the recommendation 
of the Committee or the Superintendent 
pertaining to the cable communications 
system unless it gives thirty (30) days’ notice, 
in the manner provided by law, of its 
consideration of said legislation and serves 
a copy of said notice upon the Franchisee 
as provided in Section 6 hereof. 

(1) The public notice required by this 
Section shall state clearly the action 
or proposed action to be taken. 

(2) If a hearing is to be held, said notice 
shall state the date, time and location 
of said hearing. 

(3) The Franchisee shall be an interested 
party to any hearing conducted with 
regard to its operation and maintenance 
of a cable communications system. 

SECTION 17. SELECTION OF THE 
FRANCHISEE 
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(A) It shall be unlawful for any person to 
commence or engage in the business of 
constructing or operating a cable communica¬ 
tions system without having been awarded 
and having duly executed an Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance herewith. 

(B) Any person submitting a proposal to 
enter into an Agreement for the award of a 
franchise in accordance herewith shall provide 
all information required by this Ordinance 
and such other information as may be solicited 
in the Invitation for Proposals or otherwise 
required. Each proposal shall be responsive 
to the questions soliciting the said informa¬ 
tion, and shall substantially and materially 
supply all of the information so solicited. 
The failure, neglect, or refusal to provide 
any of the said information shall render a 
proposal invalid and it shall be given no 
consideration. 

SECTION 18. BONDS 

(A) All persons submitting a proposal 
to enter into an Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith shall file 
with their proposals bonds solely for the 
protection of the City with a surety company 
or trust company or companies as surety or 
sureties as follows: 

(1) a bid bond in the amount of three 
million dollars ($3,000,000.00) which 
shall indemnify the City up to the 
full amount of said bond from any 
damages or losses arising out of the 
failure of the person selected to be 
the Franchisee to execute an Agree¬ 
ment in the form proposed; and 

(2) a construction bond in the amount of 
six million dollars ($6,000,000.00), to 
be effective from the date of execution 
of the franchise Agreement and there¬ 
after until the Superintendent has 
certified that the construction re¬ 
quired under Section 11(B) (1) hereof 
has been completed, and which there¬ 
after shall be 

(3) a construction bond in the amount of 
four million, five hundred thousand 
dollars ($4,500,000.00) to be effective 
until the Superintendent has certified 
that the construction required under 
Section 11(B) (2) has been completed, 
and which thereafter shall be 


(4) a construction bond in the amount of 
two million, four hundred thousand 
dollars ($2,400,000.00) to be effective 
until the Superintendent has certified 
that the construction required under 
Section 11(B) (3) has been completed. 

(B) The Bond required under subsections 
(A) (2) (3) and (4) of this Section 18 shall 
indemnify the City in its own right and as 
trustee, cy pres, for subscribers up to the full 
amount of said bond from any damages or 
losses arising out of the failure of the person 
selected to be the Franchisee to faithfully 
perform and satisfactorily complete con¬ 
struction of the cable communications 
system in accordance with this Ordinance 
and said Agreement, including, but not 
limited to, the cost of removal of any 
construction of such person. 

(C) The person selected to be the Fran¬ 
chisee shall also execute, deliver and file 
on the date of execution of said Agreement 
an additional bond in the form provided 
by the City as follows: 

(1) a bond in the amount of four million 
dollars ($4,000,000.00) to be effective 
from the date of the execution of the 
said Agreement until the Super¬ 
intendent has certified that the 
construction required under Section 
11(B) (2) is completed, and which 
thereafter shall be 

(2) a bond in the amount of two million, 
four hundred thousand dollars 
($2,400,000.00) to remain in effect 
until the Superintendent has certified 
that the construction required under 
Section 11(B) (3) has been completed. 

Said bond shall contain a clause to the effect 
that; 

“Every person who, whether as sub¬ 
contractor, or otherwise, has furnished 
material or supplied or performed labor in 
the prosecution of the work under this 
contract, and who has not been paid therefor, 
may sue in assumpsit on said additional bond 
in the name of the City of Pittsburgh, for its 
use, and prosecute the same to final judgment 
for such sum, or sums, as may be justly 
due it, and have execution thereon; provided, 
however, that the City shall not be liable 
for the payment of any costs or expense of 
such suit.” 
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Said bond shall contain a further provision 
that suit shall not be entered thereon after 
one year after the said cable communications 
system is declared to be fully operational by 
the Superintendent. 

(D) All persons submitting a proposal to 
enter into any Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith shall file 
with their proposals a corporate surety bond 
in the amount of one million dollars 
($1,000,000.00) to be effective upon the 
execution of the said franchise Agreement 
and conditioned that in the event that the 
Franchisee fails to comply with any provisions 
of this Ordinance or any agreement awarding 
a franchise in accordance herewith, then there 
shall be recoverable jointly and severally from 
the principals and surety any and all damages 
or costs suffered or incurred by the City or 
by an subscriber as a result thereof, including, 
but not limited to, attorney’s fees and costs of 
any action or proceeding, and including the 
full amount of any compensation, in¬ 
demnification, cost of removal or abandonment 
of any property or other costs which may be 
in default, up to the full principal amount of 
such bond; and the said condition shall be a 
continuing obligation during the entire 
term of any Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith and thereafter 
until the Franchisee shall have satisfied in 
full any and all obligations to the City which 
arise out of or pertain to said franchise 
Agreement. 

(E) None of the provisions of this Section 
18 nor any bond accepted by the City 
pursuant hereto, nor any damages recovered 
by the City thereunder, shall be construed 
to excuse the faithful performance by or 
limit the liability of the Franchise under 
this Ordinance or any agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith or for 
damages either to the full amount of said 
bond or otherwise. 

SECTION 19. CONSIDERATIONS 
SUPPORTING THE AWARD OF A 
FRANCHISE 

(A) It shall be a term and condition of any 
Agreement awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith that as a part of the considera¬ 
tion supporting the award of said franchise 
and the City’s permission thereby to use the 


streets of the City, that the Franchisee shall 
pay each year to the City a fee, which 
initially under said Agreement shall be in 
an amount not less than three percentum 
(3S£) of annual total local gross revenues, 
and such further consideration as the 
Franchisee may offer in its proposal, 
including, but not limited to, community 
communications services and facilities or 
extensions thereof, and minority ownership, 
and as may be provided for in said Agree¬ 
ment. From and after the eighth (8th) 
anniversary of the execution of said 
Agreement, said fee shall increase to an 
amount not less than five percentum (5%) of 
annual total local gross revenues, provided, 
however, that such amount is allowable 
under Federal and state law, and such 
further consideration as the Franchisee 
may offer in its proposal, including, but 
not limited to community communications 
services and facilities or extensions thereof, 
and minority ownership and as may be 
provided for in said Agreement. 

(B) As additional consideration to that 
which is provided in subsection (A) of this 
Section 19, the City shall have a first 
option to purchase the cable communica¬ 
tions system for its fair market value at the 
expiration of the term of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance here¬ 
with. 

(C) Any person submitting a proposal 
to enter into an Agreement for the award 
of a franchise in accordance herewith may 
offer consideration in addition to that 
listed in subsections (A) and (B) of this 
Section 19, incuding, but not limited to, 
additional fees, and/or community 
communications services and/or facilities/ 
and minority ownership. For the purposes 
of this section, a minority shall mean a 
citizen of the United States who is a negro, 
Spanish speaking, oriental, Indian, eskimo 
or aleut. To clarify the many ambiguities of 
these terms, a negro is an individual of the 
black race and of african origin. Upon the 
acceptance of a proposal by the City, such 
additional consideration, if any, shall be 
incorporated in the Agreement awarding 
the franchise. 

(D) The annual fee provided for in 
subsection (A) of this Section 19 shall be 
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assessed quarterly for the preceding quarter, 
as of March 31, June 30, September 30. and 
December 31 of each year. 

(1) Each quarterly payment shall be 
payable and reportable no less than 
thirty (30) days after the relevant 
assessment date. 

(2) Each payment shall be accompanied 
by a report from the Franchisee in a 
form approved by the Superintendent 
and the City Treasurer showing the 
basis for the computation and such 
other relevant data as may be required 
by the Superintendent or the City 
Treasurer. 

(3) Each of said reports shall contain a 
notarized verification by the chief 
financial officer of the Franchisee and 
such reports shall be verified annually, 
within ninety (90) days of the close of 
business on the last day of the calendar 
year, by a certified public accountant 
selected by the City at the expense of 
the Franchisee. 

(4) Failure to comply strictly with this 
Section shall be deemed to be a 
violation of this Ordinance and a 
material breach of the Agreement 
herewith and shall subject the Fran¬ 
chisee to the provisions of Section 27(E) 
and to all penalties and remedies pre¬ 
scribed in the Agreement as well as all 
other remedies, both legal and equit¬ 
able which are available to the City. 

(E) The acceptance of any payment 
required hereunder by the City shall not be 
construed as an acknowledgement that the 
amount paid is the correct amount due, nor 
shall such acceptance of payment be 
construed as a release of any claim which the 
City may have for additional sums due and 
payable. 

(1) All fee payments shall be subject to 
audit by the City Treasurer and assess¬ 
ment or refund if the payment is found 
to be in error. 

{2) In the event that said audit results in 
an assessment by and an additional 
payment to the City, said additional 
payment shall be subject to interest 
at the rate of six percentum (6^7) year 
and to a penalty of six percentum <6C7) 
per year, which shall be due and pay¬ 
able immediately, 


(F) Nothing in this Ordinance shall be 
construed to limit the liability of the 
Franchisee for all applicable federal, state 
and local taxes, including, inter alia, 
applicable local amusement taxes. 

SECTION 20. OBSCENITY 

(A) The Franchisee and all other persons 
using or making use of the cable communica¬ 
tions system shall comply in all respects 
with all federal, state and local laws regarding 
obscenity. 

(B) Violation of this Section 20 by the 
Franchisee shall be deemed a material breach 
of any Agreement awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith and shall subject the 
Franchisee to all penalties and remedies 
provided therein as well as all other remedies 
both legal and equitable, available to the 
City. 

SECTION 21. INDEMNITY AND 
INSURANCE 

(A) The City shall not at any time be liable 
for any injury or damage occurring to any 
person or property from any cause whatsoever 
arising from the use, operation or condition 
of the Franchisee’s cable communications 
system. 

(B) The Franchisee shall indemnify, save 
and hold harmless and defend the City from 
all liens; charges; claims, including but not 
limited to, libel, slander, invasion of privacy, 
and unauthorized use of any trademark, trade 
name or service mark, demands; suits; 
actions; fines; penalties; losses; costs, 
including but not limited to. legal fees and 
court costs; judgments; injuries; liabilities 
or damages, in law or equity, of any and every 
kind and nature whatsoever, whether caused 
by or arising out of any act of omission or 
commission, or any negligence of the City, 
its officers, servants, agents, employees or 
contractors, or otherwise, arising out of or in 
any way connected with the installation, 
operation, maintenance or condition of 
the Franchisee’s cable communications 
system 

(C) The Franchisee shall obtain and keep 
in force and effect during the entire term of 
any Agreement awarding a franchise in 
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accordance herewith, or any extension 
thereof, insurance coverage in a minimum 
amount of five million dollars ($5,000,000.00) 
insuring the above indemnification require¬ 
ments for the benefit of the City. The 
Franchisee shall deliver to the City on the 
date of execution of any Agreement awarding 
a franchise in accordance herewith, a policy 
of insurance duly executed by the officers 
or authorized representatives of a responsible 
and non-assessable insurance company, 
evidencing this coverage for the benefit 
of the City, which policy of insurance shall 
be noncancellable and provide for at least 
ninety (90) days prior written notice to the 
City of the insurer’s intention not to renew 
said policy, or to cancel, replace or 
materially alter or change the same, said 
notice to be given as provided in Section 6 
hereof. 

(D) The Franchisee shall obtain, effective 
from the date of execution of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance herewith, 
and shall keep in force and effect during the 
entire term of said Agreement or any 
extension thereof, a policy of comprehensive 
general liability insurance, duly executed by 
the officers or authorized representatives of 
a responsible and nonassessable insurance 
company evidencing the following minimum 
coverages for the benefit of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh as an additional insured, which 
insurance shall be non-cancellable except 
upon ninety (90) days prior written notice to 
the City of Pittsburgh, said notice to be given 
in accordance with Section 6 hereof. 

MINIMUM LIMITS 

(a) Bodily Injury, including death: 
$5,000,000.00 each occurrence 
$5,00J),000.00 aggregate 

(b) Property damage: 

$2,500,000.00 each occurrence 
$2,500,000.00 aggregate 

(1) A copy of each such policy shall be 
delivered to the City upon the execu¬ 
tion of said Agreement. 

(2) At least ninety (90) days prior written 
notice shall be given to the City of the 
insurer s intention not to renew said 
policy, or not to replace the same, or 
materially to alter or change the same. 


said notice to be given in accordance 
with Section 6 hereof All premiums on 
said policy shall be at the expense of 
the Franchisee. None of the provisions 
of this Ordinance or of any insurance 
policy required by the City hereunder, 
nor the receipt of any proceeds re¬ 
covered by the City under anv such 
policy, nor any term or condition of 
any Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith, shall be 
construed to excuse the Franchisee 
from the faithful performance of its 
obligation or limit its liability under 
any of the provisions of this Ordinance 
or of any Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith. 

(E) The Franchisee shall obtain, effective 
from the date of execution of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance herewith, 
and shall keep in force and effect during the 
entire term of said Agreement or any ex¬ 
tension thereof, physical damage insurance 
covering losses arising in respect of the 
following realty and personalty incident to 
the Franchisee’s cable communications 
system: all buildings, offices, studios or 
other realty and the equipment contained 
therein; the headend and subheadends; 
the transmission tower; all earth stations 
and all vehicles. No physical damage 
insurance shall be required for trunk, 
distribution, feeder or associated drop 
lines; converters or amplifiers. For the 
initial five (5) years of the term of any 
franchise Agreement, the amount of such 
physical damage insurance shall not be less 
than the replacement value of the property 
required to be covered herein, subject to a 
deductible established in the franchise 
Agreement. For each succeeding calendar 
year during the term of the franchise 
Agreement, or any extension thereof, such 
physical damage insurance shall be in such 
amount as the Superintendent shall reason¬ 
ably determine to be adequate to provide the 
replacement value of the property required 
to be covered herein, subject to such de¬ 
ductible amount as the Superintendent ma> 
determine to be reasonable, for any loss 
arising from any and all damage to or 
destruction of the property insured. Each 
policy of physical damage insurance shall 
name the City as an additional insured, as 
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its interest may appear. For purposes of this 
Ordinance “physical damage insurance” shall 
mean insurance covering loss arising from 
fire, lightning, windstorm, hail, snow, 
explosion, riot and civil commotion, smoke 
and such other perils as are customarily 
covered by extended coverage insurance, 
including vandalism and malicious mis¬ 
chief The policy of insurance required 
under subsections (E) of this Section 21 
shall be non-cancellable except upon 
ninety (90 days prior written notice to the 
City of Pittsburgh, said notice to be given in 
accordance with Section 6 hereof. At least 
ninety (90) days prior written notice shall be 
given to the City of the insurer s intention 
not to renew said policy or not to replace or 
materially to alter or change the same, said 
notice to be given in accordance with Section 
6 hereof. 

(F) With respect to each policy of insurance 
required to be obtained and kept in force by 
the Franchisee and described in this Section 
21, the Franchisee shall be solely responsible 
for the payment of premiums due for the 
insurance thereunder. The Franchisee shall 
furnish written proof of the payment of said 
premiums to the City on or before the due 
date. 

(G) No policy of insurance required under 
the provisions of this Section shall be replaced, 
renewed, cancelled or materially changed or 
altered in any way except upon the express 
written authorization of the City. No change 
shall be authorized which would violate 
the provisions of this Section or which would 
materially affect the protection said policies 
afford the City 

(1) The unauthorized cancellation, re¬ 
placement, renewal or material 
change of any policy of insurance 
required under this Section 21 shall 
subject the Franchisee to the provisions 
of Section 27 (E) and shall be deemed 
a material breach of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance 
herewith and shall subject the Fran¬ 
chisee to all penalties and remedies 
prescribed therein and to all other 
remedies, legal or equitable, which are 
available to the City. 

(2) At any time any policy of insurance 
required hereunder is replaced. 


renewed, or intended, by the insurer 
not to be renewed or replaced, or 
materially altered or changed with or 
without the express written authoriza¬ 
tion of the City, the Franchisee shall 
obtain and furnish to the City, within 
five (5) days of such action, such policy 
or copies of such policy, as the case may 
be, or the insurer’s notification of its 
intent not to renew or replace said 
policy 

SECTION 22. RATES 

(A) Council expressly reserves the right to 
approve the rates which the Franchisee 
charges its subscribers for Basic Service and 
the rates for such other services as Council 
may hereafter be permitted to regulate by law. 
The Franchisee shall not deny, delay, 
interrupt or terminate cable communications 
services or the use of community communi¬ 
cations facilities to subscribers or users 
because Council denies a request for a rate 
increase, provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall be construed to limit the 
Franchisee’s right to seek judicial review 
of such action. 

(B) No rate, fee or charge of any kind 
shall be charged or collected from subscribers 
by the Franchisee for Basic Service or other 
regulated services without the written 
authorization of Council. Violation of this 
Section shall subject the Franchisee to the 
provisions of Section 27 (E) hereof and shall 
be deemed to be a material breach of any 
Agreement awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith and shall subject the Fran¬ 
chisee to all remedies and penalties pre¬ 
scribed therein and to all other remedies, 
legal and equitable, which are available to 
the City. 

(C) The Franchisee may request rate 
increases or decreases at any time in accord¬ 
ance herewith, provided, however, that the 
initial rates to be charged and collected 
from subscribers for Basic Service shall be 
established in the Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith, and shall 
remain in force for a minimum of thirty 
(30) months from and after the date of 
execution of the said Agreement. 
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(D) The Franchisee shall file with the City 
on December 31st each year a full schedule 
of all subscriber and user rates and all other 
charges including, but not limited to, pay 
TV, lease channel and discrete services, 
made in connection with the cable com¬ 
munications system. 

(1) Any and all special rates for in¬ 
stitutions, motels, hotels, inns, multiple- 
family dwelling units, or any other 
type of subscriber shall be included. 

(2) All rates shall be published and on file 
in the Bureau of Cable Communica¬ 
tions. 

(3) The Franchisee shall not discriminate 
in the assessment, levy, charge, 
imposition or collection of rates on the 
basis of age, race, creed, color, 
religion, national origin, sex or marital 
status. 

(E) Nothing in this Ordinance shall be 
construed to prohibit the reduction or 
waiving of charges in conjunction with 
promotional campaigns for the purpose of 
attracting subscribers or users. 

(F) The Franchisee may require all sub¬ 
scribers to pay for Basic Service not more 
than two (2) months in advance. The Fran¬ 
chisee shall require no other advancement of 
payment for Basic Service, provided, how¬ 
ever, that nothing herein shall be construed 
to prohibit an advancement of payment for 
installation of cable communications 
services. 

(G) The Franchisee shall neither impose 
nor collect any additional charge for the 
disconnection of any installation or outlet. 

(H) In the event that a subscriber fails to 
pay a properly due and owing fee or charge, 
the Franchisee may disconnect the sub¬ 
scriber’s service outlet, upon giving ten (10) 
days written notice thereof. 

(I) The Franchisee shall establish and 
conform to the following policy regarding 
refunds to subscribers and users: 

(1) If the Franchisee collects a deposit or 
advance charge on any service or 
equipment requested by a subscriber 
or user, the Franchisee shall provide 


said service or equipment within 
thirty (30) days of the collection of 
the deposit or charge or it shall refund 
said deposit or charge within five 
(5) days thereafter. 

(a) Nothing in this Ordinance shall 
be construed to relieve the Fran¬ 
chisee of any responsibility to 
subscribers or users under any 
contractual agreements into which 
it enters with them. 

(b) Nothing in this Section shall be 
construed as limiting the Fran¬ 
chisee’s liability for fines or 
penalties which may be imposed 
under this Ordinance or any Agree¬ 
ment awarded in accordance here¬ 
with for the violation or breach of 
any of their provisions. 

(c) Nothing in this Section shall be 
construed to limit the Franchisee’s 
liability for damages because of its 
failure to provide the service for 
which the deposit or charge was 
made. 

(2) In the event that a subscriber ter¬ 
minates basic service during the first 
twelve (12) months of said service 
because of the failure of the Fran¬ 
chisee to render the service in accord¬ 
ance with the requirement set forth in 
this Ordinance, or in any Agreement 
awarded in accordance herewith, as 
determined by the Superintendent, the 
Franchisee shall refund to such sub¬ 
scriber an amount equal to the 
initial applicable installation or 
reconnection charge paid by the 
subscriber. 

(a) In the event that such sub¬ 
scriber has made an advance pay¬ 
ment the amount so advanced 
shall be refunded to such sub¬ 
scriber by the Franchisee. Nothing 
in this provision shall be construed 
to relieve the Franchisee of any 
liability established under any 
other provision of this Ordinance 
or any Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith. 

(3) In the event that a subscriber ter¬ 
minates Basic Service prior to the end 
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of a pre paid period, the pro-rata 
portion of any pre-paid subscriber 
fee which represents payment for 
services which are no longer to be 
rendered shall be refunded promptly, 
but in no case more than thirty (30) 
days after receipt of the request for 
termination. 

(J) The Franchisee shall not charge a 
coverter security deposit greater than said 
converter s actual cost to the Franchisee 

(1) Any converter security deposit collected 
by the Franchisee shall be returned to 
the subscriber twenty-four (24) months 
after the installation of such converter 
or upon termination of service by the 
subscriber and return of such converter 
undamaged, with allowance for 
reasonable wear and tear, and pay¬ 
ment of any outstanding balance due 
and payable, whichever occurs first. 

SECTION 23. POLICE POWERS 

(A) Nothing in this Ordinance or in any 
Agreement awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith shall be construed as an 
abrogation by the City of any of its police 
powers 

SECTION 24. USE OF STREETS, POLE 
ATTACHMENTS 

(A) Before commencing construction of 
its cable communications system in, above, 
over, under, across, through or in any way 
connected with the streets, public ways or 
public places of the City, the Franchisee shall 
first obtain the written approval of all 
appropriate City Agencies, including, but not 
limited to, the Department of Public Works. 

(1) Applications for such approval shall be 
made in the form prescribed by the 
appropriate Agency. 

(B) Upon obtaining such written approval, 
the Franchisee shall give the appropriate 
Agency written notice within a reasonable 
time of proposed construction, but in no 
event shall said notice be given less than 
ten (10) days before such commencement. 

(C) Any Person who submits a proposal 
to enter into an Agreement for the award of a 


franchise in accordance herewith shall in¬ 
clude therein proposed agreements for the 
use of utility poles with all utility companies 
whose poles shall be used in or affected by 
the construction of the proposed cable 
communications system, which agreements 
shall become effective on the date of execu¬ 
tion of the Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith in the event that 
said person is selected to be the Franchisee. 

(D) It shall be unlawful for the Franchisee 
or any other person to open or otherwise 
disturb the surface of any street, sidewalk, 
driveway, public way or other public place 
for any purpose whatsoever without obtain¬ 
ing approval to do so after proceeding in the 
manner prescribed in subsections (A) and 
(B) of this Section 24. Violation of this 
Section shall subject the Franchisee to the 
provisions in Section 27(E) hereof and shall be 
deemed a material breach of the Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance herewith 
and shall subject the Franchisee to all 
penalties and remedies prescribed therein 
and to all other remedies, legal or equitable, 
which are available to the City. 

(1) The Franchisee shall restore any 
street it has disturbed in accordance 
with the provisions of Ordinance No. 
23 of 1977, and shall, at its own cost 
and expense, restore and replace any 
other property disturbed, damaged 
or in any way injured by or on account 
of its activities to as good as the 
condition said property was in immed¬ 
iately prior to the said disturbance, 
damage or injury. 

(E) The Franchisee shall, at its own cost 
and expense, protect, support, temporarily 
disconnect, relocate in the same street or 
other public place, or remove from said 
street or other public place, any of its 
property when required to do so by the City 
because of street or other public excavation, 
construction, repair, regrading or grading; 
traffic conditions; installation of sew'ers, 
drains, water pipes. City owned power or 
signal lines, tracks, vacation or relocation of 
streets or any other type of structure or 
improvement of a Public agency, or any 
other type of improvement necessary for the 
public health, safety or welfare. 
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(F) Nothing in this Ordinance or any 
Agreement awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith, shall be construed as authoriz¬ 
ing the Franchisee to erect and maintain new 
poles in areas serviced by existing poles. 
The Franchisee shall obtain written approval 
from appropriate City Agencies, such approv¬ 
al not to be withheld unreasonably, before 
erecting any new poles or underground 
conduits where none exist at the time that the 
Franchisee seeks to install its cable com¬ 
munications system. 

(G) The Franchisee shall maintain all 
wires, conduits, cables, and other real and 
personal property and facilities in good 
condition, order and repair. 

(H) The Franchisee shall keep accurate, 
complete and current maps and records of 
its system and facilities and shall furnish as 
soon as they are available two (2) complete 
copies of such maps and records to the 
Department of Public Works. 

(I) Said maps and records shall be 
available for inspection by the public 
during normal business hours of said 
department. 

(I) The Franchisee shall not place, or 
cause to be placed, poles or other equipment 
in such a manner as to interfere with the 
rights or reasonable convenience of ad¬ 
joining property owners, or with any gas, 
electric or telephone utilities’ fixtures or 
property, nor shall the Franchisee place, 
or cause to be placed, said poles or equip¬ 
ment in the right of way between the cartway 
and the right of way boundary except with 
the written approval of the appropriate City 
Agency. 

(J) The Franchisee shall comply with all 
FCC rules and regulations governing the 
construction and installation of cable 
communications systems. In addition: 

(1) All cables and wires shall be installed 
parallel with existing telephone and 
electric utility wires whenever possible, 
and 

(2) Multiple configurations shall be in 
parallel arrangement and bundled, in 
accordance with engineering and safety 
considerations; and 


(31 All installations shall be underground in 
those areas of the City where both 
telephone and electric utilities’ 
facilities are underground at the time of 
the installation of the Franchisee’s 
cable communications system. 

(a) In areas where both telephone and 
electric utilities’ facilities are above 
ground at the time of the installa¬ 
tion of the Franchisee’s cable 
communications system, the 
Franchisee may install its service 
above ground only upon the 
condition, which shall be included 
in any Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith, 
that at such time as those facilities 
are placed underground by the 
telephone and electric utility 
companies or are required to be 
placed underground by the City, 
the Franchisee shall likewise 
place its facilities underground 
at its sole cost and expense. 

(K) The Director of the Department of 
Public Works shall give the Franchisee 
reasonable notice of street improvements 
where paving, regrading, grading or re¬ 
surfacing of a permanent nature is involved. 

(1) Said notice shall describe the nature 
and character of said improvements, 
the streets upon which they shall be 
made, the extent of the improvements 
and the work schedule for the project. 

(2) The City shall allow the Franchisee a 
reasonable time to make such additions, 
alterations or repairs to its facilities 
as the Franchisee deems necessary in 
advance of the City’s commencement 
of said improvements so as to permit 
the Franchisee to maintain continuity 
of service. 

(L) The Franchisee shall, at the request 
of any person holding a permit to move a 
building, temporarily raise or lower its wires 
to permit the moving of said building. 

(1) Such temporary removal, raising, or 
lowering of wires shall be at the cost 
and expense of the person requesting 
the same, and the Franchisee shall 
have the authority to request payment 
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for the same in advance before 
complying with such request. 

(2) Any person making such a request 
from the Franchisee shall give not less 
than five (5) days notice of the 
contemplated move. 

(3) Any interruption in service occasioned 
by the tmeporary removal, raising or 
lowering of the Franchisee s wires in 
accordance with this Section shall not 
subject the Franchisee to any penalty 
provided under Section 13(E) hereof, 
(a) Any interruption in service 

occasioned under the provisions of 
this subsection (L) shall be done, 
as far as is practicable in the 
opinion of the Superintendent, 
during non-peak viewing hours. 

(4) The Franchisee shall restore any 
wires moved in accordance herewith 
to their former position as soon as 
possible after the said building is 
moved. 

(M) The Franchisee may trim trees or other 
vegetation owned by the City to prevent 
their branches or leaves from touching or 
otherwise interfering with its wires, cables 
or other structures. 

(1) All trimming or pruning provided for 
herein shall be done only under the 
supervision and direction of the appro¬ 
priate City Agency and only with its 
prior written approval. 

(2) All trimming or pruning shall be at the 
expense of the Franchisee. 

(3) The Franchisee may contract for 
said trimming or pruning services 
with any person approved by the City 
prior to the rendering of said services, 
(a) Any person engaged by the Fran¬ 
chisee to provide tree trimming or 
pruning services shall be deemed 
for the purposes of this Ordinance 
and any Agreement made in 
accordance herewith to be an 
employee of the Franchisee when 
engaged in said activity. 

(N) The Franchisee shall obtain the written 
permission of the owner of any privately 
owned tree or other vegetation before it trims 
or prunes the same. 


(O) The Franchisee shall comply with all 
ordinances and resolutions concerning City 
property 

SECTION 25 TRANSFERS AND 
ASSIGNMENTS 

(A) The Franchisee shall not transfer or 
assign its interest in any Agreement awarding 
a franchise in accordance herewith or in its 
cable communications system before 
completion of the construction of its cable 
communications system or before the fifth 
anniversary date of the issuance of a 
Certificate of Compliance by the FCC to the 
Franchisee, whichever occurs first, without 
the prior written authorization of Council 
and the Mayor, such authorization not to be 
unreasonably withheld. For purposes of this 
Section 25 a merger or consolidation shall 
be deemed a transfer or assignment. 

(B) During the term of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance herewith, 
the Franchisee shall not sell, transfer, ex¬ 
change or release, or permit the sale, transfer, 
exchange or release of more than three per 
centum (3%) of the ownership of its cable 
communications system to a person, (here¬ 
inafter “proposed transferee”) without the 
prior written authorization of Council and 
the Mayor, such authorization not to be un¬ 
reasonably withheld. 

(I) In seeking said prior written authoriza¬ 
tion required under subsections (A) and 
(B) of this Section 25, the Franchisee 
shall have the responsibility: 

(a) to show to the satisfaction of the 
City whether the proposed trans¬ 
feree, which, in the case of a 
corporation, shall include all 
officers, directors, employees and 
all persons having a legal or 
equitable interest in five per 
centum (5 %) or more of its voting 
stock, or any of the proposed 
transferee s principals: 

(i) has ever been convicted of a 
crime involving moral 
turpitude, including, but not 
limited to, criminal fraud, 
or is presently under an 
indictment charging such a 
crime; 
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(ii) has ever had a judgment in 
an action for fraud, deceit or 
misrepresentation entered 
against it, her, him, or them 
by any court of competent 
jurisdiction: or 

(iii) has pending any legal claim 
or law suit arising out of or 
involving a cable communica¬ 
tions system. 

(b) to establish to the satisfaction of the 
City the financial solvency of the 
proposed transferee by submitting all 
current financial data for the proposed 
transferee which the Franchisee was 
required to submit in its proposal for 
the Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith, and such other 
financial data as the City may request. 

(c) to establish to the satisfaction of the 
City that the financial standing of the 
proposed transferee is such that the 
proposed transferee shall be able to 
maintain and operate the cable 
communications system for the 
remaining term of the Agreement 
awarding the franchise. 

(C) Any proposed transferee shall execute 
an agreement in the form and containing the 
condition approved by the City Solicitor that 
it will assume and be bound by all of the 
provisions, terms and conditions of this 
Ordinance and any Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith and all 
applicable federal, state and local laws and 
further that it shall be primarily liable and 
obligated under said documents without, 
however, relieving the Franchisee from its 
obligations to the City under said document. 

(D) No transfer under subsection (B) of this 
Section 25 shall be made within thirteen (13) 
months of the termination date of the term of 
the franchise Agreement. 

(E) Nothing in any approval by Council 
or execution by the Mayor of an authoriza¬ 
tion of any transfer or assignment of any 
ownership interest pursuant to subsections 
(A) and (B) of this Section 25 shall be con¬ 
strued to waive or release any rights of the 
City in and to the streets, public ways and 
public places of the City or as a release of 
any of the City’s police powers. 


(F) The occurrence of any event which 
constitutes either an act of bankruptcy by 
the Franchisee as defined in the federal 
Bankruptcy Act, or placement of the Fran¬ 
chisee into receivership, or the issuance of 
any order to the Franchisee or any of its 
stockholders by a government agency or 
court of competent jurisdiction to divest 
any interest related to the cable communica¬ 
tions system hereunder, or the entry of any 
judgment against the Franchisee which, in 
the opinion of the City, impairs the Fran¬ 
chisees credit, shall be deemed an un¬ 
authorized transfer and assignment under 
the provisions of this Section and shall: 

(1) Be deemed a material breach and de¬ 
fault of any Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith; and 

(2) Subject the Franchisee to all penalties 
and remedies prescribed in the Agree¬ 
ment and to all other remedies, legal 
and equitable, which are available to 
the City. 

(G) The occurrence of an unauthorized 
transfer or assignment may, at the option 
of the City, terminate the said Agreement 
and accelerate all of the obligations and 
rights thereunder including, inter alia, the 
right of the City to purchase the cable 
communications system at book value or to 
award a franchise to another person. 

(1) The Franchisee shall notify the Super¬ 
intendent of any occurrence which 
constitutes an unauthorized transfer 
under the provisions of Section 25(F) 
hereof and of the entry of any judg¬ 
ment against it within twenty-four 
(24) hours of such occurrence. 

(H) From and after any of the occurrences 
enumerated in Section 25(F) hereof the 
Franchisee shall not make, execute or enter 
into any deed, deed of trust, mortgage, 
contract, conditional sales contract or any 
loan, lease, pledge, sale, pole agreement 
or any other agreement or hypothecation 
concerning any of the facilities or property, 
real or personal, of the cable communications 
system without the written approval of 
Council of the Mayor. 

(I) The Franchisee shall execute a security 
agreement to secure payment of the fee 
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representing a percentum of annual total 
local gross revenues due the City as con¬ 
sideration for the award of the franchise 
under the provisions of Section 19(A) of 
this Ordinance or the franchise Agreement 
made in accordance herewith in the form 
and containing the conditions approved by 
the City Solicitor under which the City 
shall have a security interest in the equip¬ 
ment, whenever acquired, of the Franchisee’s 
cable communications system business in 
the City, the accounts receivable of the 
Franchisee and the stock, if any, of the 
Franchisee- Said security interest shall be 
perfected and recorded as a first lien, 
superior in right to all other liens, against 
such property. The City shall file, or otherwise 
record as required by law, a financing state¬ 
ment to perfect said security interest and 
the Franchisee shall cooperate fully in 
furnishing all information, records or other 
documents requested by the City to enable 
it to prepare and file said statement. The 
security agreement provided for herein shall 
be executed simultaneously with the Agree¬ 
ment awarding a franchise in accordance 
herewith and no such Agreement shall be of 
any force or effect unless and until the said 
security agreement is executed as provided 
herein and the said financing statement is 
filed or otherwise recorded. The City Solicitor 
shall cause the financing statement to be 
filed or otherwise recorded as required by 
law to perfect the City’s interest after the 
execution of the franchise Agreement and 
security agreement. 

SECTION 26 REPORTS 

(A) On or before March 31 of each year 
during the term of any Agreement awarding 
a franchise in accordance herewith, the 
Franchisee shall submit a written report to 
the Cit\. in a form approved by the City, 
including, but not limited to, the following 
information: 

(1) A summary of the previous year’s or, 
in the case of the initial reporting 
year, the initial year’s activities in 
development of the cable communica¬ 
tions system, including, but not 
limited to, services begun or dis¬ 
continued, total number of subscribers, 
subscribers added or discontinued 


during the reporting year, and user 
participation, 

(2) A financial statement including a 
statement of income, revenues, 
operating expenses, value of plant, 
annual capital expenditures, de¬ 
preciation with an attached deprecia¬ 
tion schedule, interest paid, taxes 
paid, historic and pro forma balance 
sheets and a statement of sources 
and applications of funds, covering 
all years since the beginning of the 
franchise; 

(3) A current statement of costs of con¬ 
struction by component categories; 

(4) A projected income statement, balance 
sheet, statement of sources and 
applications of funds and statement of 
projected construction for the next 
two years; 

(5) A reconciliation between previously 
projected construction and/or financial 
estimates as the case may be and actual 
results; 

(6) A summary of complaints, identifying 
the number and nature of complaints 
and their disposition; 

(7) A list of officers and members of the 
Board of Directors of the Franchisee, 
and its parent, subsidiary, or affiliate 
corporations, if any; 

(8) A list of its stockholders holding 
three per centum (3%) or more of the 
voting stock of the Franchisee, or its 
parent, subsidiary and affiliate 
corporations, if any; 

(9) A copy of its annual report and those 
of its parent, subsidiary and affiliate 
corporations; 

(10) Such other information or reports as 
Council or the Superintendent may 
request, including, but not limited to, 
the following special reports; 

(a) An Annual Opinion Survey 
report which identifies dissatisfac¬ 
tion among subscribers with cable 
communications services offered 
bv the Franchisee. 

(i) Surveys required to make said 
report shall be conducted in 
conformance with such require¬ 
ments, including supervision, 
as the City may prescribe. 
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(b) An Annual Plant Survey Report 
which shall be a complete survey 
of the Franchisee’s plant and a 
full report thereon and which shall 
be submitted to the City. The 
purpose of said report is hereby 
declared to be to assure the City 
that the technical standards of 
the FCC or the City, whichever 
are applicable, are achieved and 
maintained. Said report shall in¬ 
clude, but not be limited to, an 
appropriate engineering evaluation 
including suitable electronic 
measurements and shall be con¬ 
ducted in conformance with such 
requirements, including super¬ 
vision, as the City may prescribe. 

(c) General reports shall be prepared 
and furnished to the City at the 
times and in the form prescribed. 
Through these reports the City 
shall obtain information concerning 
the Franchisee's operation, business 
affairs, transactions or property as 
may be reasonably necessary for 
the performance of any of the 
Superintendent's duties. 

(11) The reports required under this 
Section shall be submitted to the 
Committee by the Superintendent at 
its first regularly scheduled meeting 
following their receipt. 

(12) All reports required under this Section 
shall be available for public inspection 
in the Bureau of Cable Communica¬ 
tions during normal business hours. 

(13) The Franchisee shall file with the City a 
copy of any document it files with the 
FCC or with any other regulatory 
agency pertaining to the cable 
communications system owned and/or 
operated by the Franchisee pursuant 
to any franchise Agreement made 
in accordance herewith. To the 
extent that such documents contain, 
to the satisfaction of the Super¬ 
intendent, the information required 
by other reports hereunder, the 
Superintendent may suspend the 
requirements to file such other 
reports with the City so as to avoid 
duplication and the administrative 
costs attendant thereto. 


(14) It shall be unlawful for the Franchisee 
to refuse, fail or neglect to file the 
reports required under this Section 
The refusal, failure, or neglect of the 
Franchisee to file any of the reports 
required under this Section or as 
the Superintendent may direct shall 
be deemed a violation of this Ordinance 
and shall subject the Franchisee to 
the provisions of Section 27 (E) hereof 
and shall be deemed a material breach 
of any Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith and shall sub¬ 
ject the Franchisee to all penalties 
and remedies prescribed therein and 
to all other remedies, legal or equitable, 
which are available to the City. 

(15) Any material misrepresentation made 
knowingly by the Franchisee in any 
report required under this Section 
shall subject the Franchisee to the 
provisions of Section 27 (E) and shall a 
material breach of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance 
herewith and shall subject the 
Franchisee to all penalties and remedies 
prescribed therein and to all other 
remedies legal or equitable, which are 
available to the City. 

SECTION 27. REVIEW, RENEWAL, 
TERMINATION AND CANCELLATION 

(A) To provide for technological changes 
in the state of the art of cable communica¬ 
tions, to facilitate renewal procedures, to 
promote the maximum degree of flexibility 
in the cable communications system and to 
achieve a continuing, advanced, modern 
system for the City, the City and the 
Franchisee shall comply with the following 
review provisions: 

(1) The Superintendent shall hold a 
scheduled review session within 
thirty (30) days of the third anniversary 
date of the execution of the franchise 
Agreement. Subsequent review sessions 
shall be scheduled by the Super¬ 
intendent at two (2) year intervals 
thereafter. All such review' sessions 
shall be open to the public and notice 
shall be given by advertisement in a 
newspaper of general circulation at 
least one (1) week before each session 
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In addition, the Franchisee shall 
announce the date and time of each 
such session of each of at least five 
(5) days immediately preceding each 
session at a minimum of six (6) 
regularly scheduled intervals daily. 

(2) A special Review Session may be 
held for the duration of the franchise 
at any time following the second 
anniversary date of the execution of 
the franchise Agreement, at the option 
and direction of the Superintendent. 
All such review sessions shall be open 
to the public and shall be advertised 
as provided in Section 27 (A) (1) of 
this Ordinance. 

(3) Topics for discussion and review at 
both the Regular and Special Review 
Sessions shall include, but shall not be 
limited to, the following: 

(a) service, rate structure, free or 
discounted services, application 
of new technologies, system per¬ 
formance, services provided, pro¬ 
gramming, subscriber complaints, 
user complaints, rights of privacy, 
amendments to this Ordinance, 
undergrounding process, and 
developments in the law. 

(4) Either the City or the Franchisee may 
select additional topics for discussion 
at any Regular or Special Review 
Session. 

(5) Any topic proposed for discussion at 
any Regular or Special Review Session 
by a resident of the City and supported 
by a petition bearing the signature of 
100 City residents shall be included 
in the list of topics for discussion. 

(B) The procedure for considering the 
renewal or termination of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance herewith 
shall be as follows: 

(1) Thirteen (13) months prior to the 
expiration of the term of any Agree¬ 
ment awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith: 

(a) The Superintendent shall review' 
the provisions of this Ordinance and 
shall make recommendations, if 
any, to Council for its amendment 


(b) The Superintendent shall proceed 
to determine whether the Fran¬ 
chisee has performed its obligations 
under this Ordinance and the 
Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith. In making 
this determination, the Superin¬ 
tendent shall consider several 
factors including, but not limited 
to, the following: 

(i) Technical development and 
performance of the Fran¬ 
chisee’s cable communica¬ 
tions system; 

(ii) Programming; 

(iii) Additional services offered by 
the Franchisee; 

(iv) Cost of Service; 

(v) All obligations of the Fran¬ 
chisee as prescribed by this 
Ordinance or the Agreement 
awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith, in¬ 
cluding, but not limited to, 
programming, equipment and 
personnel available to users 
for all forms of community 
communications; 

(vi) Cable industry performance 
nationwide; 

(vii) Comments from residents 
and representatives of 
community organizations 
submitted in a manner to be 
determined by the Super¬ 
intendent. 

(e) The Superintendent shall make 
recommendations to the Mayor and to 
Council as to the Franchisee s 
eligibility for renewal of the Agree¬ 
ment awarding the franchise in 
accordance herewith in no less than 
four (4) nor more than ten (10) 
months from the date of the Super¬ 
intendents first consideration of said 
renewal as provided in Section 27 (B) 

in 

(i) The Superintendent, in the rec¬ 
ommendations shall address the 
following matters: 

(a) Renewal of the Agreement 
awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith; 
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(b) Changes to the Agreement; and 

(c) Amendments to the Ordinance 

(C) After review of the Superintendent’s 
recommendations and such recommendations 
as Council may solicit from the Committee, 
and after holding a public hearing on the 
same. Council shall take such action as it 
deems appropriate, which may include any 
of the following: 

(1) Council may authorize the Mayor 
to renew the Agreement awarding a 
franchise in accordance herewith 
upon such conditions as it may direct; 
or 

(2) Council may authorize the Mayor to 
exercise the City’s option provided in 
Section 19(B) hereof to purchase the 
cable communications system from the 
Franchisee; or 

(3) Council may authorize the Franchisee 
to transfer the cable communications 
system in accordance with Section 25 
hereof; or 

(4) Council may direct the Franchisee to 
dismantle its cable communications 
system; or 

(5) Council may authorize the Mayor to 
solicit proposals for and execute a new 
Agreement awarding a franchise in 
accordance with this Ordinance and 
any amendments hereto; or 

(6) Council may determine not to authorize 
the award of any furhter franchise. 

(a) If the Franchisee determines not 

to renew the Agreement awarding 
a franchise in accordance here¬ 
with, Council shall proceed to 
follow one of the courses of 
action under Section 27(C) (2), 
(3), (4), (5) or (6). 

(D) In the event that the City exercises 
its option provided in Section 19(B) hereof 
to purchase the cable communications system 
at the expiration of the term of the Agree¬ 
ment awarding a franchise, the purchase price 
to be paid by the City shall be the fair market 
value of all tangible and intangible property 
of said system on the date of the expiration 
of the term of the Agreement awarding the 
franchise: 

(1) Said fair market value shall be deter¬ 
mined by audit of the Franchisee, 


which audit shall be performed b> a 
Certified Public Accountant selected 
by the Superintendent at the Fran¬ 
chisee’s expense 

(E) Termination. 

(1) The Mayor may terminate any Agree¬ 
ment awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith in the event of the 
violation of any provision hereof or of 
any rule or regulation promulgated 
pursuant hereto or of any applicable 
federal, state or local law, or the 
breach or other failure, refusal or 
neglect by the Franchisee to perform 
its obligations under the terms and 
conditions of any agreement awarding 
a franchise in accordance herewith, 
except when such violation, breach, 
failure, refusal or neglect is caused by 
any of the following: 

(a) acts of God or 

(b) riots or 

(c) emergencies declared by the 
President of the United States of 
America, the Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
or the Mayor. 

(2) In the event that the Mayor determines 
that the Franchisee has violated any 
provisions of this Ordinance, any rule 
or regulation promulgated pursuant 
hereto, any applicable federal, state 
or local law, or any term of an Agree¬ 
ment awarding a franchise, except as 
noted in Section 27(E) (1) (a) (b) and 
(c) hereof, the Mayor may make a 
written demand on the Franchisee that 
it comply with the law or said Agree¬ 
ment. If the violation, breach, 
failure, refusal or neglect is not 
remedied to the satisfaction of the 
Mayor within thirty (30) days follow¬ 
ing such demand, the Mayor shall 
determine whether or not such 
violation, breach, failure, refusal, 
or neglect by the Franchisee was 
excusable or inexcusable as provided 
in Section 27 (E) (I) (a) (b) and (c). 
(a) If the Mayor determines such 

violation, breach, failure, refusal 
or neglect by the Franchisee was 
excusable as provided in Section 27 
(E) (1) (a) (b) or (c) the Mayor 
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shall direct the Franchisee to 
correct or remedy the same within 
such additional time, in such 
manner and upon such terms and 
conditions as the Mayor may 
direct. 

(b) If the Mayor determines such 
violation, breach, failure, refusal 
or neglect by the Franchisee was 
inexcusable as provided in Section 
27 (E) (1) (a) (b) or (c), then the 
Mayor shall declare the Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accord¬ 
ance herewith breached and of no 
force and effect. 

(i) Termination of any Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall in no way 
limit the rights of the City 
under said Agreement or any 
other remedies, legal or equi- 
able, available to the City. 

(3) If the Mayor declares the said Agree¬ 
ment breached pursuant to Section 27 
(E) (1) (a), (b) and (c) hereof, the 
Mayor may pursue any remedies 
available to the City pursuant to the 
said Agreement or any other remedy, 
legal or equitable, available to the 
City. In addition, the Mayor may 
request Council to take any action 
listed in Section 27 (C) (2) (3) (4) (5) 
or (6) hereof. 

(F) If any Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith is cancelled by reason 
of the default of the Franchisee, the City 
may exercise its option to purchase any 
portion of the cable communications system 
then connected in any manner with the 
streets, public ways, public places, or other 
property of the City, at a cost not to exceed 
its then book value less any amount for any 
damages incurred by the City in connection 
with such cancellation. Damages incurred 
by the City shall include, but shall not be 
limited to, any payment made by the city 
authorizing or directing the continued 
operation of the system. 

(GJ In the event that the Franchisee 
dismantles or terminates the cable com¬ 
munications system or is required by any 


provisions of this Ordiance to dismantle or 
terminate the cable communications system, 
the Franchisee shall at the Superintendent s 
direction restore any property, public or 
private, to the condition in which it existed 
prior to the erection or construction of the 
system, including any improvements made 
to such property subsequent to the construc¬ 
tion of the system. Restoration of City 
property, including, but not limited to, 
streets, shall be in accordance with the 
directions and specifications of all affected 
directors and Agencies of the City and all 
applicable laws. The Franchisee, at the option 
and direction of the Superintendent, shall 
restore the same at its expense. 

SECTION 28. MISCELLANEOUS 

(A) This Ordinance shall be made to 
conform in style to any codification of City 
ordinances hereinafter adopted by City 
Council. 

(B) Interconnection 

(1) Neither the Franchisee nor any other 
person shall connect or permit the 
connection of the Franchisees 
cable communications system 
electronically or in any other manner 
whatsoever with any other system 
whatsoever without the authorization 
and the written approval of the 
Superintendent, upon such conditions 
as the Superintendent, in the 
Superintendent’s sole discretion, may 
direct. 

(2) If the Franchisee connects or permits 
the connection of its cable communica¬ 
tions system in violation of the 
provisions of Section 28 (B) (1) hereof, 
the Franchisee shall be subject to the 
provisions of Section 27(E) hereof 
and shall be deemed to have 
materially breached the Agreement 
awarding a franchise in accordance 
herewith. The Franchisee shall be 
subject to all penalties and remedies 
prescribed therein and to all other 
remedies, legal or equitable, which 
are available to the City. 

(3) Any connection whatsoever of the 
Franchisee s cable communications 
system with any other system shall 
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not relieve the Franchisee of any of 
its obligations under this Ordinance 
or any Agreement awarding a franchise 
in accordance herewith. 

(C) This Ordinance and any Agreement 
made in accordance herewith in all respects 
be governed by the laws of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 

(D) The Superintendent shall have the 
authority to reject any and all proposals 
for any Agreement awarding a franchise in 
accordance herewith. 

(E) The Franchisee shall comply with all 
federal, state and local laws. 

(F) It shall be unlawful for any person to 


make or use any unauthorized connection, 
whether physically, electrically, or in an> 
other manner, with any part of a cable 
communications system operated b\ a 
Franchisee under any Agreement in accor¬ 
dance herewith for the purpose of enabling 
anyone to receive or use any signal or service 
without payment to the Franchisee. 

(G) The provisions of this Ordinance are 
severable, and if any provisions or application 
is held illegal, unconstitutional or invalid, 
such holding shall not affect the remaining 
provisions. It is the legislative intent of 
Council that the Ordinance would have been 
adopted if such illegal provisions had not been 
included or any illegal application had not 
been made.

(d) Procedures for encouraging minority 
and womens business development 
and participation. 

(e) The number of minorities and/or 
women employed by the businesses 
or bidders and the dollar value of 
public-sector business and private- 
sector business being conducted. 

SECTION 4. The reports on file shall be 
used as one criteria in the evaluation of 
requests for services and/or financial 
assistance. 

SECTION 5. The first report shall be 
filed with the City Clerk no later than 
November 30, 1978 and all subsequent 
reports shall be filed with the City Clerk on 
a quarterly basis commencing January 1, 
1979. 

SECTION 6. That any ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance.

unfit for human habitation or other use by 
reasons of age, obsolescence, prolonged 
vacancy, dilapidation, deterioration, lack of 
maintenance and care or general neglect; and 

WHEREAS, it has been found that such 
derelict properties individually and collec- 
tivelv constitute a blight and nuisance in the 
neighborhood; create fire and health hazards; 
art* used for immoral and criminal purposes; 
constitute unreasonable interferences with 
tbt' reasonable and lawful use and enjoy¬ 
ment of other premises in the neighborhood;

In order to facilitate movement of traffic 
and to combat the hazards of excessive snow 
or ice on streets or portions thereof designated 
in accordance with Section 4, the Mayor may 
declare a snow emergency due to such 
hazards. The Mayor shall cause each 
declaration made by him pursuant to this 
Ordinance to be publicly announced in 
newspapers of general circulation when 
feasible, and by broadcasts or telecasts, 

SECTION 2. PARKING DURING 
EMERGENCY 

After a snow emergency has been declared, 
no person during the period of the emergency 
shall park any vehicle on those streets 
designated and marked as snow emergency 
routes pursuant to Section 4. Vehicles 
parked on designated snow emergency routes 
later than one hour after a snow emergency 
has been declared by the Mayor shall be 
deemed to be in violation of the provisions 
of this Ordinance, 

SECTION 3. OPERATION ONLY IF 
VEHICLE ADEQUATELY EQUIPPED 

After an emergency has been declared, 
no person shall operate any motor vehicle on 
a snow emergency route unless such vehicle 
is equipped with adequate facilities to 
provide sufficient traction and power to 
keep the vehicle in motion so that other 
traffic traveling on the street will not be 
blocked or impeded. If drive wheels do not 
ha\e sufficient traction, if motor fuel supply 
is exhausted or if the battery becomes in¬ 


operative, the vehicle shall be deemed not to 
be adequately equipped. Whenever a vehicle 
becomes stalled on a snow emergency route 
after an emergency has been declared, the 
operator shall take immediate action to ha\e 
the vehicle towed or pushed off the roadway 
of the emergency route. No operator shall 
abandon or leave his vehicle on the traveled 
portion of a roadway', except for the purpose 
of obtaining assistance without delay, in 
which case he shall leave the vehicle un¬ 
locked but shall not leave keys in the ignition 
or any other part of the vehicle. 

SECTION 4. DESIGNATION OF SNOW 
EMERGENCY ROUTES 

The Director of Public Works shall have 
the power to designate and mark streets as 
snow emergency routes where entry, use and 
parking are restricted after a snow' emergency 
has been declared.

written notice that any owner or occupant 
or such real estate does not desire to sell 
such real estate, or does not desire to be 
solicited either by such real estate broker, 
agent, sales representative or other person, 
or by any and all brokers, agents, sales 
representatives or other persons. The word 
“solicit” shall mean any printed material 
or delivered to the owner or occupant of a 
residential property by any real estate broker, 
agent, sales representative or other person 
or any oral communication made either in 
person or by telephone to the owner or 
occupant of a residential property by any 
real estate broker, agent, sales representative 
or other person which advertises the 
accomplishments and/or abilities of the real 
estate broker, agent, sales representative, 
or other persons to sell homes or rent 
apartments or which requests or suggests 
that the owner or occupant list his house for 
sale or rent with the real estate broker, 
agent, sales representative or other person 
or which offers to purchase or rent the o\\ ner s 
house or apartment. 

(1) All written correspondence hereunder 
shall be by certified mail, return receipt 
requested. The owner or occupant shall 
provide the Commission a true and 
correct copy of the written notice to 
the real estate broker, agent, sales 
representative or other person at the 
time such notice is given. The notice 
may be by individual letter or by 
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petition The notice is effective upon 
receipt by the real estate broker, 
agent, sales representative or other 
person. 

(2) The Commission on its own motion or 
on appeal by the broker, agent, sales 
representative or other person after 
notice and public hearing, may declare 
any notice null and void if it finds 
such notice discriminates against 
any such real estate broker, agent, 
sales representative or other person. 

*(3) All notices are void after one year 
unless renewed within thirty (30) days 
of the expiration date, 

*(4) The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
not be applicable to any person who has 
placed his/her home for sale.

For any real estate broker, agent, sales 
representative or other person to solicit the 
owner or occupant of a housing accommoda¬ 
tion located within a non-solicitation area. 
The Commission may designate an area as a 
non-solicitation area for a period of up to 
one year upon making written findings 
based on substantial evidence introduced at 
a public hearing that practices made 
unlawful by Section 9(F) are causing, or are 
likely to cause blockbusting or panic 
selling within the area. 

[l)The Commission may extend one or 
moe times the designation of a non¬ 
solicitation area for a period of one 
year upon making written findings 
based on substantial evidence intro¬ 
duced at a public hearing that practices 
made unlawful by Section 9(F) are 
continuing to occur. The public 
hearing on any extension shall be 
held not more than thirty (30) days 
before the day on which the designation 
or earlier extension is scheduled to 
expire. The Commission may by this 
same procedure, at any time, terminate 
the designation of a non-solicitation 
area, or extension of any such 
designation made pursuant to this 
Ordinance. 


(2) The Commission shall promptly 
announce by legal notice each designa¬ 
tion or extension made pursuant to 
this Ordinance, describing the area to 
which it applies by reference to named 
streets and/or landmarks. Any 
designation or extension shall take 
effect upon completion of the publica¬ 
tion required or legal notice 

(3) The Commission shall maintain and 
make available to all interested persons 
a listing of designated non-solicitation 
areas. 

(4) The Commission may, in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 13(E) 
of this Ordinance, attempt to reach a 
non-solicitation agreement with real 
estate brokers, agents, sales representa¬ 
tives or other persons doing business 
within a specified geographical area. 

(5) The word “solicit” shall contain the 
same meaning as set forth in 9(G) of 
this Ordinance.

(1) Every taxpayer making any net 
profits and/or expecting to make 
any net profits shall, on or before 
April 15 of the current year, make 
and file with the Treasurer, on a 
form prescribed by the Treasurer, 
a declaraton of his estimated net 
profits during the period beginning 
January 1 of the current year and 
ending December 31 of the current 
year, setting forth a good-faith 
estimate of the amount of net 
profits anticipated by him during 
the said period and subject to the 
tax, the amount of tax imposed by 
this ordinance on such estimated 
net profits, and such other informa¬ 
tion as the Treasurer may require. 

a) “Good faith” estimate, for 
purposes of the declared 
estimate, shall be equal to at 
least 75% of the actual amount 
reported on the final return for 
the current tax year or the full 
amount of income reported and 
paid on the preceding year’s tax 
return. 

b) The taxpayer making the declara¬ 
tion shall, at time of filing there¬ 
of, pay to the Treasurer the 
estimated amount of tax shown 
as due thereon: the first install¬ 
ment at the time of filing the 
declaration and the other 
installments on or before June 15 
of the current year, September 
15 of the current year, and 
January 15 of the succeeding 
year, respectively. 

(2) Any taxpayer who first anticipates 
any net profits after April 15 of 
the current year, shall make and 
file the declaration hereinabove 
required on or before June 15, 
September 15, or December 31 of 


the current y ear, whichever of these 
dates next follows the date on which 
the taxpayer first anticipates such 
net profit. The taxpayer making 
the declaration shall, at the time 
of filing thereof, pay to the 
Treasurer the estimated amount of 
tax as due thereon, on or before the 
quarterly payment dates which 
remain after the filing of the 
declaration 

(3) The Treasurer is hereby authorized 
to provide by regulation for the 
making and filing of the declara¬ 
tions of estimated net profits on a 
quarterly basis. He may also provide 
for the making and filing of the 
adjusted declarations and for the 
payment of the estimated tax in 
cases where a taxpayer anticipates 
additional net profits not previously 
declared or advises that he has 
overestimated his estimated net 
profits. When a taxpayer files and 
pays his declaration on estimated 
net profits on a quarterly basis, 
the failure of the taxpayer to 
adjust his declaration, in the event 
of unanticipated additional net 
profits not previously declared, 
will subject him to penalty and 
interest, pursuant to Section 7 here¬ 
of, on the amount of the under¬ 
payment of each or any of the 
installments where such under¬ 
payment exceeds 25% or to the 
sanctions imposed under 
Section 6 (b) (3) hereof. 

a) The amount of underpayment 
subject to penalty and interest, 
pursuant to Section 7 hereof, is 
the difference between the 
amount actually paid and the 
amount of the installment which 
would have been required to 
be paid if the estimated tax had 
been equal to 75% of the tax 
shown on the final return for 
the taxable period. In other 
words, the sum total of each 
installment paid should amount 
to at least one quarter of at 
least 75% of the entire amount 
due for such taxable year. 
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(i) EXCEPTION: The addition 
of penalty and interest to the 
tax with respect to any under¬ 
payment of any installment, 
shall not be imposed if the 
total amount of all payments 
of the estimated tax made 
on or before the last date 
pescribed for the payment 
of such installment equals 
or exceeds the amount which 
the taxpayer paid in the 
preceding taxable year for 
the same type of business 
for the same length of time. 

(4) On or before April 15 of the 
succeeding year, every taxpayer 
who has received net profits shall 
make and file with the Treasurer, 
on a form prescribed by the 
Treasurer, a final return showing all 
his net profits for the period 
beginning January 1 and ending 
December 31 of the current year, 
the total amount of tax due, the 
amount of estimated tax paid under 
the provisions of this section, the 
amount of underpayment on the 
estimated tax installments, 
together with penalty and interest 
thereon, and the balance due. 
Any taxpayer may, in lieu of pay¬ 
ment of the fourth quarterly in¬ 
stallment of his estimated tax, 
elect to make and file with the 
Treasurer on or before January 31 
of the succeeding year the final 
return as hereinabove required. At 
the time of filing the final return, 
the taxpayer shall pay the balance 
of the tax due, or shall ask for 
refund or credit in the case of over¬ 
payment. 

(5) Every taxpayer who discontinues 
business prior to December 31, of 
the current year, shall, within 
thirty (30) days after the dis¬ 
continuance of business, file his 
final return as hereinabove required 
and pay the tax due. 

B Earned Income: Salaries, Wages, 

Commissions and Other Compensation: 


Every taxpayer who is employed on a 
salary, wage, commission or other com¬ 
pensation basis, and who receives any 
earnings not subject to the provisions of 
Section 4 of this ordinance relating to the 
collection at source, shall on or before April 
30 of the current year, July 31 of the current 
year, October 31 of the current year, and 
January 31 of the succeeding year, make 
and file with the Treasurer on a form 
prescribed by the Treasurer, a return setting 
forth the aggregate amount of salaries, 
wages, commissions and other compensation 
earned by him during the three-month 
periods ending March 31 of the current 
year, June 30 of the current year, September 

30 of the current year, and December 31 
of the current year, respectively, and sub¬ 
ject to the tax, together with such information 
as the Treasurer may require. Every taxpayer 
making such return shall, at the time of 
filing thereof, pay to the Treasurer the 
amount of tax shown as due thereon. 

SECTION 4 COLLECTION AT 
SOURCE: 

(a) Every employer having an office, 
factory, workshop, branch, warehouse, or 
other place of business, within the City of 
Pittsburgh, who employs one or more persons 
other than domestic servants, on a salary, 
wage, commission or other compensation 
basis, who has not previously registered, 
shall, within fifteen (15) days after becoming 
an employer, register with the Treasurer his 
name and address and such other information 
as the Treasurer may require. 

(b) Every employer having an office, 
factory, workshop, branch, warehouse, or 
other place of business, within the City of 
Pittsburgh, who employs one or more persons, 
other than domestic servants, on a salary, 
wage, commission or other compensation 
basis, shall deduct monthly, or more often 
than monthly, at the time of payment thereof, 
the tax imposed by the ordinance on the 
salaries* wages, commissions and other 
compensation due to his employee or 
employees, and shall, on or before April 30 
of the current year, July 31 of the current year, 
October 31 of the current year, and January 

31 of the suceeding year, file a return of 
taxes deducted on a form prescribed by the 
Treasurer and pay to the Treasurer the 
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amount of taxes deducted during the pre¬ 
ceding three-month periods ending March 31 
of the current year, June 30 of the current 
year, September 30 of the current year, and 
December 31 of the current year respectively. 

Any employer who for two of the preceding 
four quarterly periods has failed to deduct 
the proper tax, or any part thereof, or has 
failed to pay over the proper amount of tax 
to the taxing authority, may be required by 
the office to file his return and pay the tax 
monthly. In such cases, payments of tax 
shall be made to the officer on or before the 
last day of the month succeeding the month 
for which the tax was withheld. 

(c) On or before February 28 of the 
succeeding year, every such employer shall 
file with the Treasurer on forms prescribed 
by him: 

(1) An annual return showing the 
total amount of salaries, wages, 
commissions and other compensa¬ 
tion paid, the total amount of tax 
deducted, and the total amount of 
tax paid to the Treasurer during the 
period beginning January 1, 1979, 
and ending December 31, 1979, 
and thereafter from year to year 
on a calendar year basis. 

(2) A return for each employee 
employed during all or any part 
of the period beginning January 1, 
1979, and ending December 31, 
1979, and thereafter from year to 
year on a calendar year basis, 
setting forth the employee’s name, 
address and Social Security number, 
the amount of salaries, wages, 
commissions or other compensa¬ 
tion paid to the employee during 
said period, the amount of tax 
deducted, the amount of tax paid 
to the Treasurer, and such other 
information as the Treasurer may 
require. Every employer shall 
furnish a copy of the individual 
return to the employee for whom it 
is filed. 

(d) Every employer who discontinues 
business prior to December 31 of the current 
year shall, within thirty (30) days after the 


discontinuance of business, file the returns 
hereinabove required and pay the tax due 

(e) The failure or omission of any em¬ 
ployer to make the deductions required b\ 
this section shall not relieve any employee 
from the payment of the tax or from compK- 
ing with the requirements of this ordinance 
relating to the filing of declarations and 
returns. 

(f) Every employer who wilfully or neg¬ 
ligently fails or omits to make the deductions 
required by this section shall be liable for 
payment of the taxes which he was required 
to withhold to the extent that such taxes 
have not been recovered from the employee. 

SECTION 5. POWERS AND DUTIES 
OF TREASURER. 

(a) It shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
to collect and receive the taxes, fines and 
penalties imposed by this ordinance. It shall 
also be his duty to keep a record showing the 
date of such receipt. 

(b) The Treasurer is hereby charged with 
the administration and enforcement of the 
provisions of this ordinance, and is hereby 
empowered to prescribe, adopt, promulgate 
and enforce rules and regulations relating 
to any matter pertaining to the administration 
and enforcement of this ordinance, including 
provisions of the reexamination and 
correction of declarations and returns, and of 
payments alleged or found to be incorrect, or 
as to which an overpayment is claimed or 
found to have occurred, and to prescribe 
forms necessary for the administration of 
this ordinance. 

(c) The Treasurer and agents designated 
by him are hereby authorized to examine the 
books, papers and records of any employer 
or suppoed employer, or of any taxpayer or 
supposed taxpayer, in order to verify the 
accuracy of any declaration or return, or if no 
declaration or return was filed, to ascertain 
the tax due. Every employer or supposed 
employer, and every taxpayer or supposed 
taxpayer, is hereby directed and required to 
give to the Treasurer, or to any agent 
designated by him, the means, facilities 
and opportunity for such examinations and 
investigations, as are hereby authorized. 
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(d) Any information gained by the 
Treasurer, his agents, or by any other official 
or agent of the City of Pittsburgh, as a result 
of an\ declarations, returns, investigations, 
hearings or verifications required or au¬ 
thorized by this ordinance, shall be con¬ 
fidential, except for official purposes and 
except in accordance with a proper judicial 
order, or as otherwise provided by law. 

(e) The Treasurer is authorized to establish 
different filing, reporting and payment dates 
for taxpayers whose fiscal years do not coin¬ 
cide with the calendar year. 

(f) The Treasurer may make no assessment 
of any tax imposed under this act more than 
five years after the date on which the tax 
should have been paid except where a 
fraudulent return or no return has been 
filed. 

SECTION 6 SUIT FOR COLLECTION 
OF TAX 

(a) The Treasurer may sue for the recovery 
of taxes due and unpaid under this ordinance. 

(b) Any suit brought to recover the tax 
imposed by this ordinance shall be begun 
within three (3) years after such tax is due, 
or within three (3) years after the declaration 
or return has been filed, whichever date is 
later. Provided, however, that this limitation 
shall not prevent the institution of a suit for 
the collection of any tax due or determined 
to be due in the following cases: 

(1) Where no declaration or return 
was filed by any person although a 
declaration or return was required 
to be filed by him under the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance, there shall 
be no limitation. 

(2) Where an examination of the 
declaration or return filed by any 
person, or of other evidence relating 
to such declaration or return in the 
possession of the Treasurer, 
reveals a fraudulent evasion of 
taxes, there shall be no limitation. 

(3) In the case of substantial under¬ 
statement of tax liability of twenty- 
five percent (25%) or more, and no 
fraud, suit shall be begun within 
six (6) years. 


(4} Where any person had deducted 
taxes under the provisions of this 
ordinance, and has failed to pay the 
amounts so deducted to the Treas¬ 
urer, or where any person has 
willfully failed or omitted to make 
the deductions required by this 
ordinance, there shall be no limita¬ 
tions. 

SECTION 7. INTEREST AND PEN¬ 
ALTIES. 

If for any reason the tax is not paid when 
due, interest at the rate of six percent (6%) 
per annum on the amount of said tax, and an 
additional penalty of one-half of one percent 
(1/2 of \%) of the amount of the unpaid tax 
for each month or fraction thereof during 
which the tax remains unpaid, shall be added 
and collected. Where suit is brought for the 
recovery of any such tax, the person liable 
therefor shall, in addition, be liable for the 
costs of collection and the interest and 
penalties herein imposed. 

SECTION 8. PAYMENT UNDER 
PROTEST AND REFUNDS. 

The Treasurer is hereby authorized to 
accept payment under protest of the amount 
of tax claimed by the City in any case where 
any person disputes the validity or amount of 
the City’s claim for the tax. If it is thereafter 
judicially determined by a court of competent 
jurisdiction that there has been overpayment 
to the Treasurer, the amount of the over¬ 
payment shall be refunded to the person who 
paid under protest. All refunds shall be made 
in conformance with the procedure pre¬ 
scribed in Ordinance No. 299 approved June 
9, 1975. 

SECTION 9 APPLICABILITY. 

The tax imposed by this ordinance shall 
not apply: 

(a) To any person as to whom it is beyond 
the legal power of the City of Pittsburgh to 
impose the tax herein provided for under 
the Constitution of the United States and 
the Constitution and laws of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 

(b) To institutions or organizations operated 
for public, religious, educational or charitable 
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purposes, to institutions or organizations not 
organized or operated for private profit, or to 
trusts and foundations established for any of 
the said purposes. 

This section shall not be construed to 
exempt any person who is an employer from 
the duty of collecting the tax as source from 
his employees and paying the amount 
collected to the Treasurer under the 
provisions of Section 4 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 10 FINES AND PENALTIES 
FOR VIOLATION OF ORDINANCES. 

(a) Any person who fails, neglects or 
refuses to make any declaration or return 
required by this ordinance, any employer 
who fails, neglects, or refused to register or 
to pay the tax deducted from his employees, 
any person who refused to permit the Treas¬ 
urer or any agent designated by him to examine 
his books, records and papers, and any person 
who knowingly makes any incomplete, false, 
or fraudulent return or attempts to do any¬ 
thing whatever to avoid the full disclosure 
of the amount of his net profits or earnings 
to avoid payment of the whole or any part of 
the tax imposed by this ordinance, shall 
upon conviction thereof before any alderman 
or magistrate, be sentenced to pay a fine of 
not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
for each offense, and costs, and in default of 
payment of said fine to be imprisoned for a 
period not exceeding thirty (30) days. 

(b) Any person who divulges any informa¬ 
tion which is confidential under the provisions 
of subsection (d) of Section 5 of this ordinance, 
shall, upon conviction thereof before any 
alderman or magistrate, be sentenced to 
pay a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) for each offense and 
costs, and in default of payment of said 
fine and costs to be imprisoned for a period 
not exceeding thirty (30) days. 

(c) The penalties imposed under this sec¬ 
tion shall be in addition to any other penalty 
imposed by any other section of this 
ordinance. 

(d) The failure of any person to receive or 
procure the forms required for making the 
declaration or returns required by this 


ordinance shall not excuse him from making 
such declaration or return 

SECTION 11. SEVERABILITY. 

The provisions of this ordinance are 
severable. If any sentence, clause or section 
of this ordinance is for any reason found to be 
unconstitutional, illegal or invalid, such 
unconstitutionality, illegality or invalidit> 
shall not affect or impair any of the remaining 
provisions, sentences, clauses or sections 
of this ordinance. It is hereby declared to be 
the intent of the City Council that this 
ordinance would have been adopted had such 
unconstitutional, illegal or invalid sentence, 
clause or section not been included herein. 

SECTION 12. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall be¬ 
come effective January 1, 1979, as the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh declares 
that there is an urgent reason for modifying 
the usual effective date provided by Section 
322 of the City of Pittsburgh Home Rule 
Charter, that reason being the proper and 
effective administration of the tax imposed 
herein with that imposed by Ordinance 839 
of 1975. 

SECTION 13. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, be and same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance, provided that nothing herein is 
intended to repeal Ordinance 839 of 1975.

That for the purpose of 
providing revenue for the payment of the 
ordinary current expenses of said City, for the 
payment of interest on the funded and float¬ 
ing indebtedness of said City and of the 
constituent units constituting the present 
City of Pittsburgh, created prior to their 
annexation to or consolidation with said 
City, for the payment of the amounts re¬ 
quired to be paid to the several sinking 
funds for the retirement at maturity to be 
paid to the several sinking funds for the 
retirement at maturity of the outstanding 
indebtedness of said City and of the con¬ 
stituent units constituting the present City 
of Pittsburgh, or to become due during the 
fiscal year beginning January 1, 1979, and 
ending December 31, 1979, and for the pay¬ 
ment of other liabilities of said City due or to 
become due during the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1979, and ending December 31, 
1979. the following taxes shall be and the same 
are hereby levied and assessed upon all real 
property taxable for state, county and city 
purposes within the limits of the said City, 
viz: Ninety-Seven and One-Half (97-1/2) 
mills upon each dollar or Nine Dollars and

BUILDING PURPOSES 

No water will be furnished for building 
purposes without the installation of a water 
meter, approved and registered by the Water 


Department of the City of Pittsburgh. Meter¬ 
ed rates, therefore, shall be used to compute 
consumption of water for the puposes of 
building. 
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See 4B for restrictions on the use of fire 
hydrants. 

SECTION 3. DEFINITIONS As used 
in this ordinance, unless the context clearly 
indicates a different meaning, the following 
words and phrases shall have the meaning 
set forth below: 

A. METERED WATER RATES—The 
amounts charged for the consumption of 
water, the use of which is measured by a 
meter installed, approved, and registered 
by the Water Department of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

B. FLAT WATER RATES—The amounts 
charged for the use of water as measured 
by the size, condition, plumbing facilities 
and/or other relevant equipment of 
buildings on the premises where there is 
no meter available for water use. 

C. APPROVED METER—The measure¬ 
ment device selected by the Department 
of Water for use in determining water 
usage by consumers, together with any 
attachments for the maintenance, 
repair, reading, or other function thereof. 

D. FERRULE—The connecting link between 
the consumer’s water line and the City 
main water line. 

E. EXONERATION—Reduction in the 
amount of water assessment made in the 
interests of equity when excessive water 
use is due to extraordinary circumstances 
beyond the control of the user. 

F. ADJUSTMENT—A correction in the 
amount of an excessive water charge 
resulting from an error on the part of the 
City. 

G. PREMISES—The area to which a 
particular water use is restricted, as 
determined by a combination of factors, 
including, but not limited to, ownership, 
type of building, and use of real estate. 

H. QUARTER—A 3-month portion of the 
calendar year, e.g. January through 
March, April through June, July through 
September, October through December, or 
any similar 3-month period. 

SECTION 4. SPECIAL CHARGES AND 
USES 

A. PERMIT FOR USE OF FIRE 
HYDRANTS 


Persons including corporations and 
other commercial or institutional 
entities desiring to use fire hydrants 
must apply to the Director of the 
Department of Water who may upon 
evaluation of the request, issue a permit 
The cost upon evaluation of the request, 
issue a permit. The cost of the permit 
may include compensation for in¬ 
spection by Department of Water 
personnel and all costs incurred for 
billing. Except as provided in the 
following paragraph, a minimum charge 
of fifty-five dollars ($55.00) will be 
made for the use of water from each 
fire hydrant for each day the water is 
used. The fee may also include all 
other charges arising from such usage 
(See also, “Building Purposes,” 
supra.) 

USE FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE 
CITY 

Where fire hydrants are used for the 
benefit of the City of Pittsburgh 
under contracts with the City for 
demolition work, there will be no charge 
for the use of fire hydrants. This does 
not preclude the requirements of 
obtaining a permit nor does it waive 
other charges arising from the use of a 
fire hydrant, particularly for damages 
to fire hydrants incurred from said 
usage. 

B WATER FOR FIRE PURPOSES 


No charge shall be made for water 
used during fires. All water used 
through fire systems except during 
fires, shall be charged at metered rates 
All fire systems shall be metered, 
excepting sprinkler head systems, and 
the minimum charge for each quarter 
year shall be as follows:

C. FERRULE CHARGE—Where a pre¬ 
mise has been razed and the water 
service line remains connected to the 
City main water line, there will be a 
$3,30 charge per quarter. Removal, 
repair and maintenance of the service 
line is at the property owner’s expense 
including ferrule and connection to 
main line.

Where premises are completely vacant, the 
water supply has been shut off at the curb 
box and the water meter has been returned to 
the Central Meter Shop, the minimum charge 
will be $6.47 per quarter. 

SECTION 6. METERS—Pursuant to the 
Act of 1911, May 12, P.L. 295 5, as amended 
(53 P.S. 25921), the City Water Department 
is hereby authorized to order any consumer to 
whom water is furnished to purchase and have 
installed a water meter of a size, type and 
setting approved by the Director of the 
Department of Water. In the event the 
consumer fails to comply with the order to 
install a water meter within 90 days after 
receipt of said order, the Department of 
Water is authorized to discontinue water 
services to such premises until the order 
has been complied with. Said water meter 
shall be obtained from the City, at cost, the 
full amount to be paid at time the meter is 
procured. Ownership of all meters so obtained 
remains with the City of Pittsburgh. 

A. Consumers who are unable to admit 
meter readers on a regular basis will be 
required to acquire from the Water Depart¬ 
ment, at cost, additional meter equipment 
to be used in reading meters remotely. Full 
payment for the remote device and the cost 
of installing it must be made prior to 
installation. 

B. It shall be illegal for any consumer to 
disconnect or remove any water meter in¬ 
stalled by the Department of Water pursuant 
to this ordinance. 

C. Meters which are damaged by abuse 
or through the neglect of any consumer shall 
be repaired by the City at the expense of 
said consumer. Meters that are stolen shall 
be replaced by the City at the expense of the 
water user. 

D. Each consumer shall be billed separately 
for gallonage on each meter which is read, 
regardless of the number of metered premises 
he owns. 

E. The Department of Water shall 
maintain, repair and replace, except as 
provided in paragraph “C” of this section, 
all water meters, including water meters 
installed on by-pass lines of fire lines. Fire 
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line detector check devices and meters 
installed within said detector check devices, 
will be the maintenance reponsibility of the 
property owner. 

F. Requests for meter tests arising out of 
disputed billings will be made at the follow¬ 
ing charges: 

1" Meters & Under each $13.20 

1-1/4", 1-1/2" & 2" Meters each $21.12 

Meter testing of sizes larger than 2®® will 
include all time involved with removal, 
testing, and any other costs which may arise 
from the meter test. Should a meter test find 
over-registration exceeding four percent, no 
charge will be assessed for testing. 

SECTION 7. ASSESSMENTS AND 
BILLING 

A. FLAT RATES—An assessment shall 
be made of the water use in all non- 
metered premises on the basis of the schedule 
set forth in Section 2 hereof. Pursuant to the 
Act of 1911, “May 12, P.L. 295 3 (53 P.S. 
25943), water rents on a flat rate basis shall 
be payable in advance during the months of 
January, February and March of each year. A 
discount of 2% shall be allowed on the flat 
water rents paid during the month of 
January. 


after the first day of the month due shall 
receive a 2 % discount. The Treasurer may 
provide additional days for payment at 
discount in the event that assessments are 
mailed later than the first day of the month 
due. From the 15th day of the month until 
the end of the month water rents are payable 
at face value. Any water rents not paid by the 
first day of the following month become 
delinquent and 1/2% interest and 12% 
penalty shall be added to the face amount for 
each month or part thereof that the same 
remain delinquent and unpaid. 

C. ESTIMATES—If the Water Assessors 
are unable to obtain a reading of a meter or a 
determination of the water consumption for 
any reasons, except as provided in D below, 
an estimated bill for water usage shall be 
rendered in an amount reasonably com¬ 
mensurate with the consumer’s normal usage 
for a similar period as determined by criteria 
set forth in Water Department Regulations. 
The estimated bill will be due and payable 
at the regular times and, if unpaid at the 
due date, will accrue penalty and interest as 
aforesaid. 

Alternatively, if a meter is missing from 
the premises for any reason, water rents may 
be assessed at double the flat rate charge 
and penalty and interest added as aforesaid 


Alternatively, consumers assessed at the 
flat rate shall have the option to pay water 
rents quarterly as follows:

If payments are not made by the prescribed 
due date, they shall be considered delinquent, 
and penalty shall be added at the rate of 2% 
of the total amount of delinquent water rents 
and interest at the rate of 1/2% per month on 
the face amount of the delinquent water 
rents shall be added and every month or 
part thereof that the same is delinquent and 
unpaid. 

B. METER RATES—All meters shall be 
read at least twice a year and water rents 
assessed four times per year. Payment of 
metered water rents made within 15 days 


D. DELINQUENT WATER ACCOUNTS 
—Delinquent water accounts shall be 
collected by the Treasurer, who shall, in 
default of payments, proceed to the collection 
thereof, and the filing of liens as provided 
under the Acts of Assembly. In addition to 
the remedy so provided, the Department of 
Water may make reasonable regulations 
concerning the cessation of water service to 
delinquent premises. 

SECTION 8. EXONERATIONS. 

A. LIMITATIONS 

All requests for exonerations for excessive 
assessments must be made during the current 
year in which the assessments are made or 
within 12 months after the termination of 
said year, and no exoneration shall be 
granted after said period has expired. Such 
requests shall be made in writing and be 
directed to the Board of water assessors. 
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B VACANCIES 

(1) Flat Rate Assessments 

(a) Where the premises are completely 
vacant and the entire supply of water is shut 
off at the curb box, upon filing by the owner 
of a notarized vacancy affidavit in the Office 
of the Department of Water, exonerations 
of 909? will be issued for the period during 
which the entire premises are vacant and the 
water shut off, provided that the period dur¬ 
ing which the water is shut off must be 
greater than 60 consecutive days. The ex¬ 
oneration shall not be in an amount less than 
the charge for minimum metered accounts. 

(b) For changes in water uses, where fix¬ 
tures are removed and water uses dis¬ 
continued, exonerations will be issued cover¬ 
ing the discontinued use from the date of 
approval of the contract covering the revised 
water uses. In case any owner of any premises 
shall cause or allow water to be used for any 
premises or in any fixtures for which there is 
no approved water contract on file, the rate 
shall be as specified in Section 2 hereof and 
shall date from the preceding January 1, and 
the water for the entire premises shall be shut 
off until an approved contract for such ad¬ 
ditional water uses or fixtures has been 
signed and placed on file in the office of the 
Department of Water. All fixtures on any 
premises, whether used or not, will be assessed 
as long as they remain in position. 

(2) Meters 

No exoneration need be granted in respect 
to premises in which water used is measured 
by a meter inasmuch as the water use will 
register during the period of the vacancy and 
only the minimum rate will apply However, 
should the period of vacancy extend through 
more than one meter-reading period and 
no remote reader is available, the property 
owner shall notify the Water Department by 
means of a signed affidavit requesting that 
no estimated bill be rendered for that 
period. 

(3) Exceptions 

Where premises acquired by the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, the School District 
of Pittsburgh, the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority of Pittsburgh or other govern¬ 
mental agency for highway, school or other 


public redevelopment purposes are com¬ 
pletely vacant, and notice thereof has been 
given to the Department of Water and the 
City Treasurer; and the entire supply of 
water is shut off and the meter removed, 
exonerations of 1009o shall be made in the 
case of any building which the aforesaid 
governmental bodies or agencies certify 
to be vacant and scheduled for demolition. 
No exoneration shall be granted for any 
water charges incurred prior to the notice 
and certification above described. 

C UNDERGROUND LEAKS. 

Exoneration, where merited, will be made 
on the gallonage accruing over the above 
normal use for the particular account. The 
amount of the exoneration will not exceed 
509c of the excess gallonage over and above 
normal usage. "Normal usage” shall be 
deemed to be the average gallons used in the 
four quarters preceding the underground 
leak. 

SECTION 9. Maintenance of private water 
service lines, up to the curb line including all 
appurtenances therein, are the responsibility 
of the property owner. In situations where a 
private water service line is leaking and 
wasting water and the property owner is 
served notice by the Department of Water to 
make repairs, said property owner will have 
five (5) days (excluding Saturdays and Sun¬ 
days) in which to make repairs. Should no 
action be taken within the allowable five (5) 
day period, the Department of Water may 
assess a daily charge for each day after 
the allowable five (5) day period in which the 
waste of water continues. The daily charge 
will be equivalent to the quarterly minimum 
meter charge which is predicated on the 
water meter size supplying a particular 
account. (See Section 5—Minimum Rates 
for Metered Water). 

SECTION 10. The effective date of this 
ordinance shall be January 1, 1979 as the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh declares 
that the proper administration and collections 
of the rentals set forth herein provide an 
urgent reason for modifying the effective 
date required under Section 322 of the Home 
Rule Charter. 

SECTION 11. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
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of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance.

Amending Ordinance No. 148, approved 
April 8, 1968 as amended by Ordinance No. 
115, approved March 13, 1969, entitled, 
“An Ordinance providing for the letting of 
contracts relating to affairs of the City of 
Pittsburgh and repealing certain prior 
ordinances”, by altering the bid bond and 
performance bond requirements. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Sections 12A and 12B of 
Ordinance No. 148, approved April 8, 1968, 
which presently read as follows: 

"Section 12. Contracts in Excess of $1,500.00; 
Bid and Performance Bonds. 

A. Bid Bond. Bids for contracts involving an 
amount in excess of One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00), or such other 
amount as may hereafter be designated by 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, shall be accompanied by a 
bid bond in the amount of fifty percent 
(50%) of the bid as security therefor; 
provided, however, that the Mayor and the 
Director of the Department of Supplies may, 
in their discretion, advertise for bids to 
furnish materials, equipment and supplies 
without bond but with security for such bids 
in the form of supplies without bond but with 
security for such bids in the form of certified 
check of the bidder payable to the City in the 
amount of ten percent (10%) of the bid, in 
lieu of the fifty percent (50%) bid bond. 


B. Performance Bond Except as otherwise 
provided herein, or in Section 13 and Section 
15 hereof, or in the specifications for the 
purchase of supplies, the contractor for any 
contract shall, when the contract is let, 
execute and deliver a performance bond in an 
amount not less than fifty percent (50% ) of 
the bid (cost of the contract), with one or more 
surety companies, legally authorized to do 
business in the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania as sureties thereon. When the con¬ 
tract is let, the bid bond provided for in 
Subsection A hereof may become the per¬ 
formance bond if it provides that if the bidder 
shall enter into the contract in case the con¬ 
tract shall be awarded to the bidder, the 
bidder (contractor) will well and faithfully 
perform and fulfill the contract in all parts 
and will indemnify and save harmless the 
City from all liens, claims, charges, loss, 
costs, demands and damages of every kind. 
The director of the appropriate departments 
requiring the contract may, if he deems it 
necessary for the security of the City, 
require a performance bond in excess of 
Fifty percent (50%) but not more than one 
hundred percent (100%) of the bid (cost 
of the contract). 

ARE HEREBY AMENDED TO READ AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 12. Contracts in Excess of 
$5,000.00; Bid and Performance Bonds. 

A. Bid Bond. Except as otherwise provided 
in Section 13 hereof, bids for contracts 
involving an amount in excess of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) shall be 
accompanied by a bid bond in the amount of 
fifty percent (50%) of the bid as security 
therefor in the case of bids for construction 
or demolition work and a bid bond in an 
amount not less than ten percent (10%) nor 
more than fifty percent (50%) of the bid as 
security therefor in the case of all other 
bids; provided, however, that the Mayor and 
the Director of the Department of Supplies 
may, in their discretion, advertise for bids to 
furnish materials, equipment and supplies 
without bond but with security for such bids 
in the form of certified check of the bidder 
payable to the City in the amount of ten 
percent (10%) of the bid, in lieu of the bid 
bond. 
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B. Performance Bond. Except as otherwise 
provided herein, or in Section 13 and Section 
15 hereof, the contractor for any contract 
shall, when the contract is left, execute and 
deliver a performance bond in an amount not 
less than fifty percent (50%) of the bid (cost 
of the contract), in the case of a contract for 
construction or demolition work, or a per¬ 
formance bond in an amount not less than 
ten percent (10%) nor more than fifty per¬ 
cent (50%) of the bid (cost of the contract) 
in the case of any other contract, with one or 
more surety companies legally authorized to 
do business in the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania as sureties thereon. When the con¬ 
tract is let, the bid bond provided for in Sub¬ 
section A hereof may become the performance 
bond if it provides that if the bidder shall 
enter into the contract in case the contract 
shall be awarded to the bidder, the bidder 
(contractor) will well and faithfully perform 
and fulfill the contract in all its parts and 
will indemnify and save harmless the City 
from all liens, claims, charges, losses, costs, 
demands and damages of every kind. The 
director of the appropriate department 
requiring the contract or the Director of 
the Department of Supplies, may, if he 
deems it necessary for the security of the 
City, require a performance bond in excess 
of the percentages set forth herein, but not 
more than one hundred percent (100%) of 
the bid (cost of the contract) in case of a 
contract for construction or demolition 
work, or not more than fifty percent (50%) 
of the bid (cost of the contract) in the case 
of any other contract. 

SECTION 2. Section 13 of Ordinance No. 
148 approved April 8, 1968, which presently 
reads as follows: 

‘Section 13. Contracts of $1,500.00 or Less; 
Bonds, 

Where contracts involve an amount of One 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) 


or less, or such other amount as may here¬ 
after be designated by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
shall have the discretion to determine whether 
bid bonds and/or performance bonds shall be 
required.’’ 

IS HEREBY AMENDED TO READ AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Section 13. Bonds on Small Contracts. 

Where contracts for materials, equipment 
and supplies involve an amount of Twenty 
Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) or 
less, no bid bonds or performance bonds 
shall be required. For all other contracts 
involving an amount of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) or less, the Director of 
the Department of Supplies shall have the 
discretion to determine whether bid bonds 
and/or performance bonds shall be required. 

SECTION 3. In all other respects. Or¬ 
dinance No. 148, approved April 8, 1968, 
as amended, shall remain unchanged and in 
full force and effect. 

SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall apply 
to all contracts advertised, or otherwise let 
for bids, after__ 1979. 

SECTION 5. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance.
